THD GERMAN NAVAL OFFICERS. 


German naval officers are usually taken from the 
same rank as in HEngland. Before becoming a mid- 
shipman, or sea cadet as he is called in Germany, the 
rout who intends to devote himself to the navy must 

able to ee a satisfactory examination on the 
level to which a fifth form boy at an English public 
school has attained. His first year’s service is spent in 
st and military exercises on shore, the og > of the 
English a being a prominent part in his work. 
He is then placed on a training-ship for a year, and 
after passing a satisfactory examination he is removed 
to the Marine School for another year. The technical 
knowledge obtained here is then employed for two 
years at sea, and should the candidate for the naval 
profession prove himself competent, he is . promoted 
at the end of these two years to the rank of lieutenant. 
During the first ten years of a German naval officer’s ca- 
reer his income falls short of his oxqantitere by a sum 
of £500; that is to say, in addition to his pay he uires, 
on an average, £50 a year to k him. In the British 
service the average expenditure of an officer, in addition 
to his pay, is £95 a year. 


PRINCE DE JOINVILLE’S LOYALTY. 


Prince de Joinville of France, whose death we recently 
noted merited the high regard in which he was held 
by Americans for the interest he displayed in our affairs 
in 1861. While fervently devoted, like a true Loyalist, 
to the fortunes of his house, he showed at the time of 
the war with Germany how dear the honor of France 
was to him. Though banished by the Republican degree 
in 1848 he vainly implored Napoleon in 1870 to be 
allowed to serve in the army. hen the revolution of 
September 4, 1870, came he returned to France to assist 
her, but the’ government of the national defence would 
not consider the law of banishment —e ay > and he 
was forced to leave. Loyal to the Any oined the 
army of the Loire under a pseudonym, but _ identity 
being discovered he was arrested, even in those hours of 
national peril by the orders of Gambetta, then Minister 
of War. He was held a few days as a prisoner, and 
then went back to England.

MEMORIAL DAY IN MANILA. 


In compliance with the usual G. A. R. custom, Me 
morial Day was appropriately observed in Manila, fo 
the first time in its history. Members of the Provisional 
Post, G. A. R., No. 1, Manila, of which Gen. W. T. 
Bennett is commander, and Chaplain Allen Allensworth 
adjutant, took an active part. In the morning at the 
National Cemetery, Malate, under the chairmanship of 
Chaplain Marvine, the graves were flagged and decor- 
ated with flowers. Among the speakers was Judge Vale. 

At 12 o’clock the National salute was fired from Fort 
Santiago, and the flags of every military post or station 
in the city and those of the vessels in the river and bay 
were lowered at half-mast. 

The afternoon exercises at the Zorilla Theatre con- 
sisted of an excellent program, with Gen. Bennett as 
chairman. Chaplain Steward, 25th Inf., made the in- 
yocation and Gen. Daggett, 14th Inf., the main address. 

With a flood of scholarly eloquence the speaker carried 
his hearers back to the commencement of the civil war 
and as only a soldier could, he described the spirit and 
purpose of the Army that responded to Lincoln’s call 
for volunteers. General Daggett next spoke more puar- 
ticularly of the Army of the Potomac (in which he 
served) and its determined opponent, the Army of North- 
ern Virginia. In epigrammatic sentences he pictured the 
character and career of the most prominent commander 
in the Union Army, and then he paid one of the finest 
and most beautiful tributes to the endurance and self- 
sacrifice of the private soldier. 

At the evening services held by the Y. M. C. A., Judge 
Norris spoke eloquently of the nature of the day as one 
on which respect is paid to the dead, and pointed out 
the particular pathos and sublimity of Decoration Day. 

A large number of the natives turned out and evinced 
much interest in what was going on around them. Un- 
fortunately no one was prepared to speak to them so 
they might hear as well as see.

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The Service Members Committee of Parliament in a 
memorandum to the Prime Minister on Army Reform, 
indulge in some incisive criticisms upon the British mili- 
tary establishment and War Oflice management as they 
are. They speak of’ the grave defects of organization, 
preparation and training brought to light by war and the 
deficiency in cavalry and artillery as compared with the 
infantry. They declare that the Intelligence Department 
is not responsible for official ignorance of conditions in 
Sonth Africa, as these were so apparent that ignorance 
of them on the part of officials at headquarters was in- 
excusable. A Government office so bound by red tape as 
to neglect to recognize facts because there were no official 
documents to bear them out, can scarcely be commended. 
“It is evident,” the memorandum goes on to say, “that to 
ensure the safety of the Empire it will be necessary when 
the war is ended to remove, by reforms of our military 
system, the defects which this war has disclosed.” The 
members of the committee think that the Army should 
be relieved from the duty of garrisoning purely naval 
ports and coaling stations abroad. The condition of the 
English militia is described by the ‘“‘Army and Navy Ga- 
zette” as disgraceful, as the result of Government nez- 
lect. It has no transport of its own, no commissariat, 
no adequate medical organization. It is cruelly short in 
numbers, has to be satisfied with any clothing and equip- 
ment it can get, and, when actually put into the field, 
cannot hope to see any of the fighting, because, it is 
déubted whether its employement in large numbers 
might not put the whole transport and supply organiza- 
tion in the field out of gear. Experience in South Africa 
does not appear to be teaching much to the authorities 
at home if we may judge from the accounts given of the 
results of a field day at Aldershot -when three men died 
and thirty were disabled by the heat. Their clothing was 
entirely unsuited to the weather, especially the head cov- 
ering. The contractor who was to furnish the Innis- 
killings with their rations did not turn up, nor the cart 
containing those for the Worcester régiment. We dis 
cuss this incident at length elsewhere in this issue. 
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On July 1 several voluntary retirements in the Navy 
were authorized under the action of the Navy Per- 
sonnel act. The officers who were retired upon their own 
application to the mext higher grade than that whicli 
they occupied while in the active service are: Captain 
W. H. Harris and George EB. Ide, Comdr. William |. 
Moore and Lieut.-Comdrs. William F. Low, N. T. Hous- 
ton, C. S. Richman, M. B. Hall, L. L. Reamey ani 
William Kilburn. There would have been another lieu- 
tenant-commander if the Navy Department had not con- 
strued the death of Lieutenant-Commander Elliott as 
creating a casualty in that grade. The Board of Rear 
Admirals, which recently met at the Navy Department 
for the purpose Of selecting two lieutenants in the senior 
grade for retirement under the same section of the Navy 
Personnel act, have chosen Lieutenants Stokely Morgan 
and John Gibson. ‘These two officers were selected 
simply on account of their poor physical condition, as 
their records are excellent. Both of them fought under 
Adniiral. Dewey at the battle of Manila. Needless to 
say, the work of the Board in selecting two officers who 
should leave the service on account of théir physical 
condition only. is greatly praised at the Nayy Depart- 
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ARMY NOTES. 

The policy of the War Department respecting the atti- 
tude ef this country in China has been revealed by a re- 

nt despatch received from General MacArthur in 

hich it is stated that the 14th Inf., under the command 

f Col. Aaron S. Daggett, and one battery of the 5th 
\rt., commanded by Capt. Henry J. Reilly, have been 
detached from the Army in the Philippines and ordered 

: Taku as an addition to the force under the command 

Brigadier-General Chaffee. This force consists of 
uly one thousand men as only two battalions of the 14th 
inf. are in the Philippines, the other battalion being 
tationed at Fort Brady and at Fort Wayne in this 
ountry. However, in addition to the 9th Inf., which 

rrived at Taku July 7, and consists of about 1,350 
‘tlicers and men, and the force of sailors and marines 
uder the orders of Rear-Admiral Remey, the represen- 
ition of this country in China is regarded as being for 
he present entirely sufficient to meet the requirements 
if the situation. It was the intention of the War De- 
artment to detach a larger force from the Philippines, 
ut General MacArthur is not in favor of such a move. 
(he Philippine reinforcements should arrive at Taku 
ibout July 20. The transports used for the movement 
ire large and, although slow, are well adapted for the 
suurpose. They will carry supplies and stores adequate 
for the command for a period of three months. The des- 
uteh received from General MacArthur, which we print 
lsewhere, gives in detail the movement of the troops 
rom the Philippines and also states his recommendations 
or inereasing the force if necessary. - 

The future plans of the War Department so far as 
China and the Philippine Islands are concerned will 
<reatly depend upon the developments which occur in 
China during the-next month. All the Regular troops 
which have been selected to relieve the Volunteers in the 
"hilippines are being prepard for service in China should 
he situation warrant an increase in the United States 
orce there. The supply departments of the Army are 
apidly sending to San Francisco rations, clothing and 
medical stores in quantities sufficient to provide for 
the troops under orders for a period of three months. 
\ll the transports carrying regiments from San Fran- 
cisco to the Philippines will go by the way of Nagasaki, 
Japan, so that they can be diverted to China if necessary. 
‘he wisdom of holding the Philippines against all op- 
position is becoming more and more apparent with the 
spread of the Chinese outbreak. These islands will be 
used for the base of operations of our Army in China, 

The recent order transferring Regular troops to the 
Philippine Islands has made a great amount of work 
for the various departments of the War Department. 
IXspecially is this true of the Q. M. Department which 
will have to attend to the transporting of men, animais 
ind supplies from San Francisco to Manila. It is esti- 
mated that it will be necessary to send not less than 
+,000 or 4,000 horses dnd mules with the troops, and for 
purpose additional animal transports have been 
chartered. Q. M. General Ludington has chartered in 
San Francisco the freight ship California and in Seattle 
has chartered the animal ships Pakling, Athenian, Al- 
ianbranch and the Kiltuck. All these ships have been 
chartered for not less than six months. General Luding- 
ton is negotiating for several other vessels. 

One of the most difficult problems connected with the 
recent order assigning troops to China has fallen to the 
lot of Colonel Patten of the Q. M. Department. The 
climate of China during the months of fall and winter 
is as different from the climate of the Philippines during 
the same months as could possibly be. For this reason 
alf of the regular troops which are ordered to proceed 
to Manila by the way of Nagasaki with the understand- 
ing that they may be diverted for service in China have 


this 


to be supplied by Colonel Patten with two entirely dif- 
ferent outfits of clothing. The Chinese outfit is ex- 
tremely heavy, and besides the usual articles of heavy 
dress, consists of overcoats, the warmest kind of shoes, 
gloves, etc. Besides this outfit all the troops are taking 
with them light khaki clothing for tropical wear. The 
troops which have been ordered from the Philippines 
for service in China will be completely refitted as soon 
as transports can arrive from San Francisco with the 
necessary articles of clothing. 

In view of the statement made by the War Depart- 
ment that the Volunteer troops serving in the Philippine 
‘Islands will be brought home in the order in which they 
went, and because the time is now rapidly approaching 
when the War Department will begin the work of trans- 
porting them, we give below in order a list of the Volun- 
teer regiments and the dates upon which they sailed 
from San Francisco: 34th Inf., September 8 and 16, 
1899; 27th Inf., September 21, 1899; 30th Lnf., September 
23, 1899; 26th Inf., September 25, 1899; o2d Inf., Sep- 
tember 30, 1899; 33d Inf., September 30, 1899; 35th Inf., 
October 4, 1899; 29th Inf., October 5, 1889; 28th Inf., 
October 26, 1899; 31st Inf., October 26, 1899; 39th Intf., 
November 8, 1899; 45th Inf., November 3 and 16, 1899;

The 11th Cav. and the 36th and 37th Inf. were organ- 
ized in the Philippine Islands so that it is impossible 
to state definitely at what time they will be ordered 
home. As these three organizations mostly consist of 
men who served in either the State Volunteer or in the 
Regular organizations prior to joining these regiments, 
they may be among the first to receive orders to return 
home. 
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THE 21ST INFANTRY. 

A correspendent writes: “Colonel Miller, can you 
take that battery?” said the Commander (General Scott, 
I think), in one of the battles of the war of 1812. ‘I 
can try,’ said Colonel Miller. He tried and the battery 
was taken. Congress, in commemoration, voted to the 
regiment a button lettered with the words, ‘I can try.’ 
They who had the honor are, of course, with him who 
died o’ Wednesday. But does the regiment still exist? 
And does it still wear the button? Or, has the button 
and its legend gone where other old buttons go? 

‘ B. 8. C.” 

The incident mentioned refers to General Scott and 
Col. James Miller, of the 2ist Inf., and took place at 
the battle of Lundy’s Lane on July 25, 1814. In May, 
1815, the 21st Inf. was consolidated with the 4th, 9th, 
13th, 40th and 46th regiments of infantry to form the 
phesent 5th infantry, Col. James Miller becoming its 
first Colonel. He was brevetted a brigadier-general and 
was given a gold medal by Congress; the joint resolu- 
tion in respect to the latter, approved Nov. 3, 1814, reads 
in part as follows: 

; Resolved, that the President of the United 
States be requested to cause gold medals to be struck, 
with suitable emblems and devices and presented to 
Brigadier-General Miller and Major-General Porter, in 
testimony of the high sense entertained by Congress of 
their gallantry and good conduct in the several conflicts 
of Chippewa, Niagara and Erie. 

The same resolution gives a vote of thanks to the 
officers and men for their conduct in the same battles, 
but no record is found of the passage by Congress of 
any law voting a button to Colonel Miller’s regiment. 
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THE MAILS IN THE PHILIPPINES. 


In our issue of June 30 we had something to say of 
the poor mail facilities in the Philippines. In future 
wars perhaps it will be found that keeping distant sol- 
diers in the closest touch with those at home is the best 
way to ward off home sickness and those manias that 
grow out of it. One of the most pitiful ailments that 
ean attack a soldier is home sickness. Those who have 
seen its victims bear witness to the deep pathos of the 
sufferer’s anguish. Even at Chickamauga during the 
Spanish-American war there were many cases of this 
disease, for it is a disease, among the volunteers, al- 
though they were in their own home land; what they 
would have suffered if they had been ten thousand miles 
from home like our boys in the Philippines one can only 
conjecture. 

The Manila “Freedom,” under the title of “A Mail 
Famine,” had this to say on May 20: “For a whole 
dreary month, 500 sacks of mail, destinated for these 
islands, have been rotting in the holds of the transport 
Hancock lying in an Asiatic port. We are not concerned 
as to whether the Hancock has gone off on a fishing 
excursion or whether the Commission held the ship. at 
Nagasaki in order to run up to Tokio that they might 
see the geisha girls dance. What Manila wants is those 
500 sacks of mail. Many of us have letters from our 
sweethearts involved. Others have business letters 
containing remittances from home. We endure, with 
patience, the eccentricities of the San Francisco post- 
master, who is prone to hold mail for ten days or so 
for a transport, rather than forward it by way of Hong 
Kong. But when a transport quarantines our love let- 
ters in some Chinese port for a whole month, instead of 
forwarding them by some other steamer, our exaspera- 





tion reaches the exploding point. We want our love 
letters before they get cold.” 

For any man, who for any cause not absolutely im- 
perative, delays the letters and papers in transit to our 
soldiers we would recommend the remedy Gen. John A: 
Dix proposed to apply to the traitor who hauled down 
the American flag, ‘shoot him on the spot.” It is very 
properly made a crime visited with severe penalties to 
interfere with the passage of the United States mails, 
and when this interference occurs in war time aud in 
the case of our men at the front the punishment should 
be correspondingly increased. 
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HOME BATTALIONS. 


“It is the intention of the Department that depot bat- 
talions and squadrons having had a year on home station 
will at the earliest practicable moment be relieved and 
ordered to duty with their regiments when, in turn, the 
next battalion or squadron will return to home station, 
bringing in each instance the men from the regiment 
having less than six months to serve, excepting those 
who have declared their intention to re-enlist; this rule 
of exchange of battalions and squadrons will be strictly 
enforced so that officers concerned can make the neces- 
sary arrangements accordingly.” This paragraph in the 
recent general order of the War Department, although 
unpopular with some officers of the Army, has called 
forth expressions of satisfaction from a majority. It, 
however, only partly gives the plan of the War Depart- 
ment with reference to home battalions, but the Army 
and Navy Journal has been authorized this week to 
state in full the policy which, in the future, will be fol- 
lowed by the Adjutant-General’s Department, 

As soon as the Volunteers in the Philippines have been 
relieved, and in case the situation there warrants, it is 
hoped by the Department that one battalion of each 
Regular regiment may be brought home for a year's 
service. The plan is to have the assignments so ar- 
ranged that officers of the Army will be stationed abroad 
for two years and at home for one year. While at 
home with the depot battalion of his regiment, the War 
Department will give cach officer a period of four 
months’ service at some station near his home for the 
purpose of recruiting for his company. That is to say, 
one officer will be detailed from each company of the 
home battalion for a period of four months to recruit for 
his individual company. As will be seen, by following 
this plan one-third of the officers in the battalion will 
be absent from the command and two-thirds on. duty 
with the battalion. 

It is believed that the plan can be put into operation 
beginning next winter, as the situation continues to im- 
prove with each day. The War Department does not 
believe any officer should be on duty at a foreign station 
for a period longer than two out of every three years. 








Concerning the question raised by a correspondent as 
to whether or not we are at war with China the “United 
Service Gazette’ of London says: “From the strict 
point of view of international law, all the great Powers 
are at war with China, and yet the Chinese diplomatic 
agents are still exercising their functions at the varions 
European capitals, It is no doubt true that the old 
theory which demanded a formal and even ceremonial 
declaration of war, has been relegated to the limbo of 
optional international usages; but there is something 
quite novel in the conception of diplomatic relations 
being maintained with a Power against whose regular 
troops large bodies of Russian, British, French and 
German soldiers, armed with Maxim guns, are rapidly 
advancing. The officials at the Foreign Office, when 
pressed to explain this interesting phenomenon, fall back 
on what is undoubtedly the fact for the moment that the 
European relieving forces nominally, and so far as official 
coghizance is concerned, are actually supporting the 
Chinese Government in suppressing the insurrection 
of the “Boxers.” But they do not disguise from them- 
selves the probability of an early dissipation of this in- 
genious theory, whose disappearance will be signalized 
by the return of the various Chinese Ambassadors with 
their suites.”’ 

That we are carrying on war in China is apparent, 
but whether we are at war with China cannot be deter- 
mined until the facts are more clearly understood. If 
the contention of the Chinese Minister is correct, the 
situation is analogous to that in Egypt at the time of the 
outbreak of Arabi Pasha. Though we landed our ma- 
rines at that time no one, so far as we know, has ever 
held that we were at war with Egypt or the Porte. The 
character of this act was the same whether few or many 


men were landed. Arabi was in rebellion against the 
Egyptian Government, and for precisely the same reagon 
that the Boxers have acted against the Chinese Govern- 
ment, because he wished to put an end to foreign infu- 
ence in his native land. 


A Manila correspondent writes: The civilian clerks fn 
some of the supply departments are beginning to kick 
beeause they are not getting enough pay.

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THE CHINESE TROUBLES. 


The veil of mystery surrounding the fate of the foreign- 
ers in Pekin continues impenetrable. With the massing 
of Chinese troops between Tien-Tsin and the capital, 
it is more difficult now than ever to get word from 
Pekin. The fate of Tien-Tsin which a few days ago 
seemed safely held by the allies is now dividing atten- 
tion with Pekin, owing to reports of a vigorous invest- 
ment of the place by the Chinese and of defeats of 
foreign detachments. What is especially mortifying 
to the allies, is the sudden revelation that the much de- 
spised heathen of a few years ago has, thanks to Euro- 


pean instruction, become a very effective soldier. All 
the nations seem to be experiencing the same shock of 


surprise that fell upon England when the efficiency of 
the underrated Boer suddenly blazed forth. So im- 
portant is this change in China’s military status that 
it was the subject of a statement in the British House 
of Commons which we refer to below. 

The arrival of the 9th U. 8. Inf., at Taku and the land- 
ing there of a force of marines by the U. 8S. 8S. Brook- 
lyn are among the developments of the week. We 
speak elcewhere of the Government’s attitude toward 
China and that country’s statement of the cause of the 
war. The last mail report of Minister Conger to the 
State Department, dated Pekin, May 21, shows that 
our envoy was alive to the dangers of the situation. 
He reported that on May 18 he had called the attention 
of the Tsung-li-Yamen to the dangerous spread of the 
Boxer’s rebellion. Minister Conger on the departure 


of the U. 8S. S. Wheeling from Taku had considered 
the situation so grave that he had asked for another 
warship and in response, the Newark with Admiral 
Kempft was sent from Yokohama. A cablegram sent 
the day he wrote informed the State Department that 
the Chinese government had promised suppression and 
he believed the worst was over. — 

The chief disquieting feature in the absence of au- 
thentic news is the ignorance touching the present 
strength of the Government forces. One day they are 
reported making headway against the rebels in a lo- 
cality, and the next they are said to be demoralized. 
The spread of the rebellion in Manchuria is an ominous 
sign. Rebels are reported marching on Port Arthur 
and devastating to right and left. 

The fighting at Tien-Tsin is said to have been of the 
most desperate character. As far back as June 20, 
when the Chinese were pressing the besieged on every 
side and the bravest were en Be hope. Col. Wozdek 
of the Russian force arranged that the main body 
should make a sortie with the civilians toward Taku, 
leaving 400 Russians to defend the city and engage the 
attention of the Chinese, ultimately sacrificing themselves 
in order that the others might escape. The timely 
arrival of the British and Americans saved the day. 
Their coming was a surprise. 

More than two million dollars’ worth of arms and 
ammunition of the most modern type have been destroy- 
ed in three arsenals outside Tien-I'sin. Several thou- 
sand Chinese under General Nieh are holding a native 
city five miles north of Tien-Tsin. Thousands of Chi- 
nese dead are lying about Tien-Tsin and in the fields and 
the river as far as Taku is filled with Seetas corpses. 

All accounts agree as to the accuracy of the Chinese 
artillery fire. The Chinese gunners shelled the —o- 
settlements throughout July 3, dropping more than 1 
shells in’ the concessions. When a 12-pound gun from 
the British warship Terrible opened fire, the Chinese 
placed two shells under it, damaging the carriage and 
wounding a sailor. The gun was withdrawn, and a 
French gun took its place. The very next Chinese 
shell burst among its crew, wounding three men. Many 
of the Chinese guns are said to have a longer range 
than those of the allied forces. One report says that 
they have one hundred guns at Tien Tsin. 

Admiral Seymour was reported slightly wounded in 
the shoulder while sitting in the house with Captain 
ecate and Commander Taussig of the United States 

avy. 

In the House of Commons on July 9, Mr. Wyndham, 
Parliamentary Secretary of State for War, stated that 
71 guns of position with 11,740 rounds of ammunition, 
123 field guns with 49,400 rounds, and 297 machine 
guns with 4,228,400 rounds of ammunition had been 
supplied to China since April, 1895, by British firms. A 
German firm had supplied China with 460, Mauser 
eee ane 8,000,000 rounds of ammunition in* the same 
period. 

Admiral Bendemann of the German Navy, in a 
despatch dated Taku, July 7, notified the Admiralty 
that he had sent to Nagasaki, Japan, a number of Ger- 
man and Belgian refugees from Tien-Tsin. He added 
that those who were wounded at Tien-Tsin were doing 
well on July 2. The city could be then reached only 
by water. 

Fourteen cruisers of the Russian Navy are being 
mobilized to carry troops from Vladivostock to Port 
Arthur. Emperor William has promised to pay 1,000 
taels ($720) for every foreigner rescued from Pekin. 
The Imperial Government at Tokio has decided to de- 
spatch at once, one mixed division of troops to China. 

ith this addition, the Japanese troops in China will 
number 23,000 men. Advices from Cape Town state 
that a howitzer peters has arrved there from the front 
in readiness for embarkation for China, but England has 
given no indication of the full demand she will make on 
her war material in South Africa. Admiral Pottier 
has been designated to command the French naval 
force operating in Chinese waters. 

A despatch from Consul-General Goodwin at Shanghai 
stated that the governor of Shan-Tung had declared the 
legations safe on July 5. Consul Fowler, from Chefoo, 
eabled on July 10 that the same governor had announced 
the Pekin legations’ saftey on July 4, except Germany’s. 

Replying to President McKinley’s message of con- 
dolence on the death of Baron Von Ketteler, Germany’s 
minister to Pekin, Emperor William sent ‘this cable- 


gram of thanks: 

: Rendsburg, July 6. 
fe the President of the United States, William McKin- 
ey: 

For your Excellency’s warm words of condolence in 
the murder of my representative in Pekin, I express 
my most sincere thanks. I recognize therein the common 
impulse of interests which bind the civilized nations 


together.

At Taku, China, July 2, runner from Peking reports 
German troops burnt Tsung-li-Yamen; Chinese moved 
many field guns on wall commanding legations. Chi- 
nese subjects advised to leave legations. Runner heard 
heavy firing in Pekin after leaving city. 

The report of Admiral Samejima of the Japanese 
Navy explains why the U. S. 8. Monocacy did not take 
a belligerent part in the attack on the forts at Taku, 
on June 17. Tt appears that she was used as a refuge 
for the foreign women and children in Tong-Ku. The 
Monocacy is a side-wheeler. A fire broke out during 
the engagement on board the French cruiser Lyon, 
while the Russian gunboat Koreetz was hit by a 42- 
pounder shot, and two officers and four others, warrant 
officers and sailors, were killed. On_ the Itlis one of- 
ficer and six others were killed, and Captain Haas was 
mortally wounded. The Koreetz was hit in the water 
line and was leaking badly. She had recourse to the 
collision mat. One enemy’s shot hit the Monocacy. 
The fire from the forts was terrible and indicated good 
gunnery practice. One gunboat was hit in the magazine, 
but the damage has not been reported. According to 
the account the land forces of Japan and England rushed 
at a signal on the northern fort, the Japanese in ad- 
vance, commanded by Captain Hattori. The Captain 
climbed up the fort, and he was about to extend his 
hand to the eaptain of the Alacrity to help him over 
the wall, when he was shot and killed on the spot. The 
fort wsa taken by the English and Japanese at 5 a. m. 
The southern fort was attacked and occupied by the 
Russian and German marines, the losses of the Russian 
contingent being 70. Three Chinese warships and four 
torpedo boats were captured. The Atago did not take 
part in the bombardment. Two Russian ships and one 
German ship suffered most.

WATERWAY FROM THE LAKES TO THE SEA. 


The report of the Deep Waterways Commission, con- 
sisting of Major Charles W. Raymond, C. B., U. 8. A. 
Alfred Noble and George Wisner, was made public by 
the Secretary of War July 6. They find that the most 
favorable route for a 30-foot waterway from the Lakes 


to the sea is from Lake Erie to Lake Ontario 
via LaSalle and Lewiston, and from. Lake On- 
tario to the Hudson river via Oswego and the 
Mohawk Valley; and that the same route is 
naa 4 as favorable as any for the 21-foot waterway. 

e problem of its defense is, of course, much simpler 
than it would be were a part of it in a foreign country 
and it is available as a line of communication for ships 
of war. The estimated cost of the 21--foot waterway 
by this route on the low level plan is $ 358,000; the 
estimated cost of the 30-foot waterway is $317,284,500, 
to which should be added about 607, for the 
necessary deepening of the harbors at Duluth and 
Chicago, making the total cost $326,892,000. The an- 
nual cost of maintenance and operation is estimated at 
$2,343,478 for the 21-foot waterway, and $2,930,3u8 
for the 30-foot waterway. 

The average speed on the 21-foot waterway is 10.57 
miles per hour. On the 30 foot waterway it is 10 milos 
per hour. 

The time required for a vessel of 19 feet draught 
to make a single trip from Duluth to New York on the 
30-foot waterway, is six days and three hours, and by 
the 21-foot waterway two hours longer. 

In the very improbable event of a war with Great 
Britain, every large -ship of war. possessed by this 
country would be required on the high sea. Such ves- 
sels would be unneeessary on the Lakes, since the great- 
est depth of the Canadian is only fourteen feet. For 
purposes of naval defence the 21-foot waterway appears 
to offer ample facilities. 

The 30-foot waterway would enable the shipbuilders 
of the Lakes to construct seagoing vessels of the largest 
size, both for commercial and naval purposes. With 
the 21-foot waterway this industry must be restricted 
to the construction of vessels of not too great dimensions 
to pass the locks. 

The 21-foot waterway promises a much greater re- 
turn of value relative to its cost than the 30-foot 
waterway. ‘The main advantages of the 30-foot water- 
way are that it would furnish the lowest cost of trans- 
port proper to foreign markets and permit the construc- 
tion of the largest sea-going vessels on the Lakes.

Brig.-Gen, William Ludlow, president of the board 
appointed to consider plans for the establishment of an 
Army War College, accompanied by Mrs. Ludlow and 
his aide-de-camp, Lieut. Halstead Dorey, has gone to 
Europe for the a of making a careful study of 
the general staff systems as used by the armies of 
Germany and France. He goes under orders of the 
War Department in connection with his work for the 
War College. For some time correspondence has ‘been 
going on between the War Department at Washington 
and the French War Office, so that General Ludlow 
will be given every opportunity of following out his 
course of work. While in Berlin he will devote. all 
of his time in studying the German staff system begin- 
ning with the preparatory done at the so-called staff 
schools and the work necessary before an officer can 
be admitted to the general staff. The Secretary of War 
intends that the War College of this country shall be 
founded upon the best principles known to experts on 
the question of staff organization. In France General 
Ludlow will undoubtedly be in a position to get many 
ideas relative to the organization of the proposed col- 
lege. If possible the General will visit St. Petersburg, 
Russia, to make a general study of the staff organization 
in use by the Russian Army.

TREASURY DECISIONS. 


Under date of June 21, 1900, the Judge Advocate 
General of the Army expressed the following opinion 
upon questions submitted by the Secretary: 

“1. The act of May 26, 1900, does not repeal the pro- 
vision of the act of March 2, 1899, authorizing two 
veterinarians in each cavalry regiment. 2. The pay 
and allowances of one of these (the senior veterinary 
surgeon) are those of a second lieutenant of cavalry. 
3. That beginning July 1, 1900, the pay of the other 
(the junior veterinary surgeon) will be $75 per month, 
with all the allowances of a sergeant major, except that 
of clothing, ‘in lieu of which he is to be paid monthly 
the sum of three dollars and seventy-one cents.” The 
Comptroller of the Treasury concurs jn this opinion, 
and further says that question 1 is answered in the 
aflirmative, and as to question 2, it may be said that 
the senior veterinary surgeons are not entitled to receive 
anything from the appropriations made for the Subsist- 
ence Department, because second lieutenants of cavalry 
are not so entitled. 

The Auditor for the War Department in an opinion 


decides that any enlisted man who is discharged to 
accept civil employment must be held to have been dis- 
charged upon his own application within the meaning of 
this act; also that a Volunteer for the Spanish war, 
honorably discharged upon his own application subse- 
quent to the issue of orders for the muster out of his 
organization and prior to date of muster out, is en- 
titled to the extra pay provided for in the act approved 
May 26, 1900, provided he has not already received the 
extra pay provided for in the acts approved. 

The Comptroller, in a recent decision as to the settle- 
ment of the travel accounts of: Major A. L. Smith, 
U. S. A., says: “Officers should understand that when 
they are required to obtain and are furnished with 
transportation requests over the roads specified in the 
mileage acts, they are expected to use them if they 

sire to obtain the benefit which would accrue from 
heir use.” 

Che Comptroller, under the act of May 26, 1900, holds 
hat the determination of distance between two points 
y mileage tables prepared by the Paymaster General 
inder the direction of the Secretary of War, is con- 
‘lusive upon the accounting officer.

The Auditor for the War Department, with the ap-

prior to discharge, is entitled to the extra pay provided 
hy the act of May 26, 1900. He also decides that any 
such officer who is held to duty between the date of 
order directing his discharge and the date when his 
discharge is to take effect, is not on waiting orders, and 
his pay is not waiting orders pay within the nieaning 

r the act of May 26, 1900. The Comptroller holds 
that Volunteer officers of the general staff discharged 
before as well as those discharged after January 12, 
1899, are entitled to the extra pay under the act of 
May 26, 1900, if they otherwise come within the pro- 

isions of the act of Jan. 12, 1899, and May 26, 1500, 
applicable to such officers. In this same connection the 
Comptroller says that the act of May 26, 1900, was ob- 
viously intended to make provision for payment of extra 
pay to certain officers and enlisted men of the Volun- 
teer Army who were not entitled to extra pay under 
laws previously passed, and was not tetended to repeal 
the acts of January 12, 1899, and March 3, 1899, or to 
deprive any officer or enlisted man of his right to extra 
pay under the provisions of said acts.

at the bombardment of the Japanese forts and vessels 
at Shimonoseki in 1863. During the last years of the 
war he was attached to the Wabash of the North At- 
lantic Squadron, under Admiral Porter, and took part 
in the engagement at Fort Fisher in December, 1 c 
and January, 1865. At the close of the war he was 
transferred to the De Soto, and was with Secretary 
of State Seward when the treaty of acquisition of the 
Danish West Indies is said to have been made. In 
1871 he was sent with coal and supplies to Disco Isl- 
and, Greenland, to relieve Dr. Kane and his associates, 
who were there on an exploration expedition in search 
of the North Pole. Later he was on duty on the Po- 
tomac, and from 1875 to 1878 held the place of fleet 
yaymaster of the North Atlantic Squadron. In 1878 
he was detailed inspector of provisions, clothing, etc., 
at the Mare Island Navy Yard, California. In 1899 
he was appointed purchasing and disbursing paymaster 
at Philadelphia, and later general storekeeper at the 
League Island Navy Yard. He was promoted pay di- 
rector last November, having been raised to the rank 
of Rear Admiral in the previous July.. In another year 
he would have been retired from duty. He was a 
member of the Union League Club of Philadelphia, the 
Loyal Legion and was a Mason. He was a bachelor. 

A Navy officer SG = in his way, Comdr. James 
Dunean Graham, U. 8. (a brother of Gen. M. M. 
Graham, U. 8. A.), died sans 6 at the Naval Hospital, 
Brookiyn, N. Y., of Bright’s disease. The deceased 
officer was born May 9, 1841, in the District of Colum- 
bia, entered the Naval "Academy, and was graduated in 
1861, served during the Civil war on the frigate Roanoke 
and was engaged in expeditions to cut out rebel steam- 
ers at Bara river from October, 1861, until January, 
1862. For a brief period he was on duty at the Wash- 
ington Navy Yard as assistant instructor of the howitzer 
battery for Volunteer officers. He commanded the mor- 
tar schooner Nancy Jones in attacks at Forts Jack- 
son and St. Philip. He also served on the Octorare, 
the Santee, the Dakota, the Augusta, the Powhatan, 
the receiving ship Ohio and the steam sloop Juniata. He 
was stationed at the Naval Observatory in 1872. The 
Governor of Panama complimented him for his service 
with one hundred men during the revolution of Corrioso. 
He was at the Brooklyn Navy Yard from April, 1889, 
to February, 1890, as ordnance officer, and a member 
of the Board of Inspectors. He was retired Sept. 25, 
1897. He leaves a wife and two daughters. The funer- 
al took place with simple military honors July 7, 
two daughters, The funeral services took place July 7 
in the Naval Cemetery. A battalion of marines, under 
Majer Thomas N. Wood, acted as escort. Comdrs. 

A. B. Smith. William Smith, H. W. Manney, A. H. 
Lillie, Biittord H. West and Lieut.-Comdr. H. C. Heinler 
were the pall-bearers, while eight sailors from the re- 
ceiving ship Vermont were the body bearers. 

Mrs. J. G. Guthrie, widow < the late Capt. John 
Julius Guthrie, U. S. N. and C. 8. N., died at Ports- 
mouth, Va., July 4. She was a native of Portsmouth 
and was the last of the large and influential Spratley 
family. On her maternal ancestor’s side Mrs. Guthrie 
was descended from a titled French familv—the 
Schuttes. Mrs. Guthrie was greatly loved and admired 
by a_wide circle of friends and acquaintances. To a life 
of consistent piety and usefulness she added the grace 
of high culture. Surviving Mrs. Guthrie are two sons, 
Mr. J. Julius Guthrie and Dr. Joseph A. Guthrie, U. 8. 
N., and four daughters, Misses Mary, Annette, Jeanie 
and Mrs. Ward.

Under decision of the Comptroller of the Treasury, pub- 
lished in_Circular No. 237 (Decision 104), Paymaster n- 
eral's Office, officers serving in Porto Rico, Cuba, the 
Philippine Islands, Hawaii, and the Territory of Alaska 
receive 10 per cent. increase on pay proper (minimum pay 
of their grade) from and including May 26, 1900, the date 
of approval of the act. This increase is payable —_ for 
service in the places named. It will commence only on 
the date of arrival therein and cease on the date of de- 
parture therefrom, whether under orders or on sick or 
ordinary leave, but an officer on leave, either sick or 
ordinary, who does not depart from the place is not de- 
prived of the increase. An officer of the Regular Army 
serving in the Philippines and holding a higher volunteer 
commission is entitled to the increase on the pay proper 
of his volunteer rank. 

Ill. Pay for Exercise of Higher Command. 

Officers serving in the Philippines and exercising higher 
command in accordance with the provisions of section 7, 
act of April 26, 1898, are entitled to the pay of the pre- 
scribed command inclusive of June 30, 1900, with the ad- 
ditional 10 per cent. increase thereon gg by the act 
of May 26, 1900; but on and after July 1, 1900, unless higher 
command be continuous for a period of three months, 
neither pay for such command nor 10 per cent. thereon 
will be paid.

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THE ARTILLERY DEFENDED. 

The recent experiences of the English in the field have 
raised a lively discussion in military circles as to the 
value of artillery. Its crities call attention to the fact 
that 700 shells thrown into Kimberley in the course of a 
fortnight killed one Kaffir woman, wounded one man, 
hit one church, ‘two public houses anda few other build- 
ings, doing no other damage. And on behalf of the Boers 
Major Albrecht says: “One thousand shells killed a 
dozen and weunded forty. Altogether 15,000 shells were 
thrown into Kimberley by four 94-pounders and 29 long- 
rauge Boer guns, while the defenders fired 4,700 rounds 
from two 4.7 naval guns, three 12-pounder naval guns 
and two howitzers.” Ten minutes of rapid fire, it has beeii 
declared, disabled more than ten hours of artillery. Sir 
William MacCormac declares that hospital experiences 
confirmed the ineffectiveness of artillery fire. 

In reply to these statements, made before the Royal 
United Service Institution at their meeting of April 30, 
1900, an old artilleryman, Major-Gen. J. F. Maurice, 
Cc. B.-R. A., said: “When we come to consider this 
question, there are 2 good many things which show that 
hospital experience is not of the smallest use. A good 
many of the wounds and the damage caused by artillery 
do not send men to the hospital; it knocks them over at 
once, and kills them outright, I have seen men wounded, 
dashed to pieces and their heads taken off. -And besides 
the Killing of men, you must remember that artillery 
does a great deal of damage to guns, carriages, horses, 
bullocks, ammunition wagons, temporary magazines, etc.” 
There is another thing to be considered, which General 
Maurice laid stress upon; and that is, that if you have a 
heavy fire upon the enemy they will take care to keep out 
of the way of it, they will not stand the fire of artillery. 
General Maurice said: 

“Take the shrapnel fire of field guns under Lord Roberts 
and you will find that they have done a tremendous 
amount of execution. The Boers nicknamed them ‘hell- 
scrapers,’ which shows they do not like them. If you 
have watched carefully the accounts of the operations 
you will see they have done a fair amount of execution. 
At Spion Kop, a great deal of the damage, if not most 
of the damage, to our troops was done by artillery fire— 
much of it shrapnel. They got the proper range there— 
about 2,000 yards. The number of men afterwards 
brought into hospituls—I have seen it stated over and 
over again--wounded in the most frightful way by shells, 
was very great. Then again, you must remember there 
has been a great reason for our suffering so much from 
rifle ‘fire because there have been front attacks, 
marching slap up to trenches. What can _ artil- 
lery do there? The men defending them managed 
to plunge a good many thousand bullets into the 
unfortunate people attacking them. That ‘has nothing 
to do with the relative power of artillery and infantry. 
Sir William MacCormac instances the few casualties in 
Kimberley and Ladysmith. This cannot have surprised 
anybody who understands anything about the matter. 
The Boers seem quite ignorant of the proper way of dis- 
posing guus for bombardment. They seem to drag their 
guns about into all sorts of positions, some of them fa- 
verable and some of them not; and they blaze away at 
all kinds of things. They did not in bombarding con- 
centrate their fire. With four months’ firing at Lady- 
smith with these improved guns, some of the positions 
at Ladysmith ought to have been made untenable and 
ready for asault; and at Kimberley the same; the Boers 
do not understand how to use their artillery, and in 
addition to that, a great deal of-their fire was ineffective 
because their shells did not burst.” 

“At Sebastopol,” said General Maurice, ‘‘with eight 
guns disabled we knocked the Malikoff and Redan into 
ruins and dismounted thirty gutis. There were only five 
guns left in the Redan, and the whole place was a scene 
of carnage. In one case seven guns were silenced out of 
eight. The value of artillery depends upon whether you 
use it properly.” 

Anofher artillerist, Capt. E. L. Zalinski, U.S. A. (re- 
tired), concludes that the direct fire of artillery will not 
seriously affect intrenched troops. When the advance 
must be direct the fire should, he holds, be vertical and 
of great volume so as to sweep any position which could 
be intrenched in field operations. A three-inch mortar- 
howitzer, weighing with its carriage about a thousand 
pounds and drawn by one animal, assisted by the gun- 
ners over difficult ground, could throw a shrapnel of 
about fourteen pounds to a range of three miles. “The 
fire from a large number of these would render any po- 
sition untenable.” Captain Zalinski proposes to direct 
his fire from gas and hot air ballons. These observations 
are found in “Comments on the War in South Africa,” 
published in the “International Monthly” for April. 

At the siege of Strasburg, 1870, the Germans made 
effective use of curved fire from smooth-bore rifled mor- 
tars and short 24-pounders adapted to curved fire. Re- 
vetments were breached and sluces threatened, and 
would have been cat had the siege continued. These 
were positions which could not be, seen and had to be 
located by a reference to the plans of the place. In his 
account of the siege of Gharleston in 1863, General 


Gillmore states that one secret of his success against 
Fort Wagner was “an overpowering mortar fire from our 
batteries, particularly towards the end of the siege op- 
posed by a weak mortar fire from the enemy.” Even 
the two mortars in the fort, one 8-inch and one 10-inch, 
‘when earnestly served caused the most serious delay in 
the progress of our work, and on one occasion suspended 
it entirely.” 

The Boers at Ladysmith fired at long ranges, sinking 
the breeches of their guns into holes in the ground to give 
high elevation, and fired with little skill neglecting to 
concentrate their fire on the British works and guns. 
At Colenso they killed, wounded or scattered twenty- 
eight oxen belonging to the naval battery and drove off 
the native drivers, so that the guns were barely saved 
by a team of artillery horses who galloped with them 
up a hill to the rear. During the artillery fire on Cronje’s 
forces, hidden in deep holes along the river bank, some 
Vichers-Maxims were injured, a number of wagons were 
damaged or broken up and men and dnimals were 
killed. The fire from the field guns and howitzers in Gen- 
eral Buller’s attack on Pieter’s Hill is reported to have 
been very destructive. Here the guns were massed and 
got a cross fire or enfilade fire on the enemy.

THE SITUATION IN CHINA. 


European nations will yet find cause to rue the day 
when they encouraged the development of military ideas 
and military training in China. A Russian correspond- 
ent of the New York “Sun” calls attention to the fact 
that blind fear and jealousy of Russia has led to the 
detail of officers of the Kaiser’s Army as instructors and 
organizers of the Chinese Army. He further charges 
that the armaments of the Chinese were introduced 
under the direction and supervision of British officers, 
while Sir Robert Hart, British Collector of Chinese Cus- 
toms, purposely shut his eyes to the immense importa- 
tion of armament and of war supplies into China, deem- 
ing them a good thing to have there anent “Russian 
aggression,”’ not to speak of the material benefit accru- 
ing from the sale of the same to firms in England. It 
is England who made it her special care to organize 
in China two naval schools for Chinese boys, establish- 
ing one in Tien-Tsin and the other in Fu-Chow, naval 
schools in which the instruction is carried on in the 
English language. 

Mr. William Barclay Parsons, who has some knowl- 
edge of Chinese matters as the result of a recent visit 
to the country, thinks that the population of China is 
grossly exaggerated, but even he puts it at 200,000,000, 
quite sufficient to furnish a formidable military force 
under proper guidance. Mr. Parsons also believes that 
the estimate of the strength of the revolutionists is 
greatly exaggerated, in which opinion we quite agree. 
Prince Chung, he tells us, has the most powerful 
human motives to antagonize Prince Tuan: the desire 
to keep the throne within his family, and the impulse 
to be revenged upon him as the usurper who first dis- 
placed him as the head of the Tsung-li-Yamen, and then 
used his power to such violent ends. 

Prince Chung is described as an advanced conserva- 
tive, sincerely desirous to see his country develop under 
the stimulus of foreign ideas and with the help of for- 
eigners. Yung Lu, who is reported to be co-operating 
with him, is a man of the same type. Mr. Parsons says, 
in the New York “Evening Post’: “The situation as 
deciphered from the news despatches appears to be that 
a coalition is being, or has been, formed between these 
men and Chang Chih Tung, the Wu-chang Viceroy; 
Li Liu Kun Yi, the Nanking Viceroy Hung Chang, 
the Canton Viceroy, and Sheng Ta-Jen, the di- 
rector of railroads and telegraphs of the south. 
It so, the elements of a stable and honorable govern- 
ment are already present, and will become operative so 
soon as Prince Tuan can be put down by Chinese and 
foreign power.” 

The Chinese Minister has handed to our Government 
a document emanating from the Privy Council in 
Pekin, which is an exceedingly lame attempt to excuse 
the action of the Chinese Government and to throw the 
responsibility for the difficulties on the foreigners. The 
admissions in the document are, however, fatal to this 
contention. It is shown that the strength of the Boxers 
is due to the fact that the authorities failed to take 
notice of them at the due time that the cry arose “down 
with Christianity ;” that churches were burned and con- 
verts killed, and that a situation arose which the Chinese 
Government was unable to control. It is further admit- 
ted that Baron von Kettler was killed. And yet, because 
after the occurrence of these several events, except per- 
haps the killing of the German Minister, the Taku forts 
were taken in order to secure a base for action, the 
foreigner is the responsible party. A government that 
cannot even protect foreign ministers representing the 
sovereignty of their several states, in its own capital, 
cannot well complain of any action taken by the govern- 
ments they represent to secure that protection. 

In a communication stating the position of our Govern- 
ment in the matter, Secretary Hay states in substance 
that we shall protect our citizens in China and demand 
indemnity for damages done and guarantees against 
renewal of the outrages on them. But we shall at the 
same time heartily support any native government which 
stands for law and order, and withdraw our forces at 
the earliest possible moment and seek to preserve a 
“Chinese territorial and administrative entity.” This 
accords with the view we have taken of the situation. 
We do not want to undertake the government of the 
Chinese whether there be two hundred or four hundred 
millions of them. 
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RATIONAL DRESS FOR SOLDIERS. 


The deaths of four soldiers from sunstroke during 9 
field day at Aldershot, which has created a sensation 
throughout England, give force to the various articles 
we have been printing on the rational dress for soldiers, 
It appears that a field day was ordered and 30,000 men 
went on parade. They were aroused at 5 A. M., and 
having breakfasted on the regulation tea and bread-and- 
butter, marched out at 6:15. The weather at first was 
not exceptionally hot, on the contrary,the general officer 
commanding expected rain. But about 10 o’clock great 
heat was felt. The thermometer in the shade registered 
89 degrees F., in the sun, 116 degrees F. As the heat 
continued, “halt” was sounded at 10.30 and ‘“‘cease fire” 
at 11:15. 

The men were then directed to march back to bar- 
racks as early as possible, with such period of rest as 
their commanding officers might think desirable. The 
men began to fall out in ail directions. In some bat- 
talions not half the men marched home together. De- 
lirious and unconscious men were brought to hospitals 
in cabs, carts and ambulances—indeed, in anything that 
could be utilized. The road was strewn with men. 
Even the ambulance men themselves were affected. 
Instead of being provided with helmets to protect the 
head against the rays of the sun, the soldiers wore the 
little forage cap which gives about as much protection 
as a fig-leaf. Not only this, but, as no summer costume 
is provided by the authorities, the men have to wear 
the same clothes in summer as in winter. The War 


Office has now issued an order that men who are not 
provided with helmets, shall not be exercised at a dis- 


tance from barracks. 

Many of our remarks were based on the observations 
of Dr. C. J. McCartie, Lieutenant Colonel, Indian Meii- 
eal Service, which when they appeared a year ago in 
the Indian Medical “Gazette” we singled out as being 
of the greatest importance, not only to the British Army 
which has to serve in hot climates but also to our own 
soldiers in the Philippines. We note that Dr. Mce- 
Cartie’s opinions are beginning to receive in England 
the attention they deserve. Our contemporary, the 
‘*Medical News,” in its issue of July 7, in its London 
correspondence calls attention to the recommendations 
of Dr. McCartie which it appears to regret had not been 
heeded. “It is really scandalous,” it says, “that fatalities 
such as this should be required to teach the authorities 
of an army, a large portion of which has been for gene- 
rations engaged in service in the tropics, which is the 
rational dress for the soldier in hot weather.” 

As we pointed out a year ago the tight-fitting uniform 
in tropical climates is vulnerable to a rational hygienic 
attack, and Dr. McCartie was not to be considered un- 
practical, because he insisted after years of experience 
in India that the dress of the soldier is to a large extent 
responsible for fatalities from sunstroke. Every work- 
man in the world except the soldier practically strips 
to his work. Planters and others rationally clad are 
able to work in the sun at a temperature often approach- 
ing 120 degrees F., but soldiers succumb at a temperature 
twenty degrees lower. In hot weather cooly bearers 
earry as much as 64 lb. weight without inconvenience, 
while soldiers in the ranks, carrying 30 lbs., are pros- 
trated by the heat. The belts and straps of the soldier 
exercise a most pernicious effect in preventing evapora- 
tion from the body.” 


The great difficulty with which our troops and marines 
in China will be confronted will be the drinking water 
question. The surface water, and there is no other kind, 
in China is highly dangerous, and the natives never make 
use of water from any source without first boiling it. In 
this way the health of troops in the field may be main 
tained and in no other way. One of the immediate re 
sults of the present difficulties in China will be the e: 
largement of Che-Foo as a port of entry. Lying, as it 
does, but a short distance from the mouth of the Pei-Ho 
river, Che-Foo wili, for a long time to come, possess an 
importance second only to Shanghai. 

Fortunately for our vessels abroad the sanitary con- 
ditions thus far have been very good and no symptoms of 
an outbreak of any of the disease peculiar to China, 
Japan and the Philippines have yet made their appearance 
This is the more a cause of congratulation, because even 
if an epidemic were to break out the exigencies of the 
service would scarcely permit a detachment of any shi) 
for this reason alone. 





The announced decision of our naval authorities to a 
cept the offer of the Japanese Nayal Board to dock the 
Oregon at the Kure dockyard, the largest dry dock in the 
east, will result in the first introduction of foreign officers 
to that important station. This dockyard has hitherto 
been a veritable terra incognita to the outside world, 
and its extent and facilities are entirely unknown outside 
of Japanese naval circles. Its location, well inside the 
celebrated Inland Sea of Japan, on the north coast, fits 
it for the use of that nation in a particular manner, and 
it is supposed to embody all of the most modern appli- 
ances of defence and protection. Kure is romantically 
situated at the base of hills of the province of Aki, about 
five miles (two Ri) from the island of Etajima, where is 
located the Imperial Naval College for the education 
of cadets for the Japanese Navy. But little is actually 
known about this fine station, because the government 
of Dai Nippon has hitherto jealously guarded all ap- 
proach to the colloge, and the arrival of the first foreign 
man-of-war will be a most interesting event for the 
Japanese of the neighborhood.

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‘MEAT FOR THE TROPICS. 


As an Asst. Commissary General of Subsistence, Col. 
Charles A. Woodruff, U. S. A., should be an authority 
on the subject of rations, and he certainly presents a 
sound argument in support of his views in an article on 
“The Ideal Ration for an Army in the Tropics,” ap- 
pearing in the “Journal of the Military Service Institu- 
tion” for July. Colonel Woodruff’s conclusions are in 
harmony ‘with ‘those of Capt. William Stephenson, Asst.- 
Surg., U. S. A.,.an officer of sixteen years’ experience, 
who said: “My personal experience of a year in Tampa, 
Porto Rieo and Santiago, was that I craved and ate as 
much meat of all kinds, relatively to all food eaten as 
“in cooler climates. I believe that meat consumption 
among the natives of hot countries is limited by their 
purses, not their tastes. In Cuba and Porto Rico (in 
violation of the Act of Congress and W. D. precedents, 
the Journal spells it Puerto) I found the morn and even- 
ing meals in private houses and restaurants prodigal of 
meats of all kinds.” 

In support of this we may instance the fact that it 
is in Africa and tropical islands that cannibalism is 
found and that the favorite dish there is supposed to be 
missionary—baked, boiled, roasted, fried or fricasseed. 
At all events Colonel Woodruff concludes that a large 
ingredient of meat is essential to the ration for the 
tropics, contrary to the commonly received opinion 
that vegetables and fruit are the proper diet for a hot 
climate. When in the days of Southern slavery it was 
soucht to turn the minimum of expenditure into the 
maximum of human energy and muscular force, hog 
and hominy was the diet chosen. 

\Vhen available on the hoof, with proper cooling facili- 
ties ov by refrigerators, beef is superior to bacon for 
No.thern soldiers. But bacon is not perishable, except 
tha: it wastes in hot countries. It is palatable, has very 
great potential energy, is easily cooked, economical, 
readily shipped, handled and stored and can be carried 
by the soldier. It is in short the universal American 
meat. 

Hard bread 
and flour properly prepared are ideal foods. Corn meal 
represents in best proportion all elementary principles, 
is adapted to Southern soldiers, but is perishable and is 
indigestable if not well cooked.

The New York “Sun” says: It will be possible for 
the Seeretary of War to put the returned Volunteers 
on garrison duty for a few months, but in no case 
longer than until July 1 of next year, to make up for the 
drain on the troops now in this country; but that ex- 
pedient will be only temporary. If we had a_ militia, 


an actual National Guard, it could be drawn on to re- 





place the Regulars sent to the Philippines, at least until 


Congress had taken some action to relieve the situation. 
As it is how the question ¢onfronting the Secretary of 
War is, in effect, that of trying to make 65,000 men 
do the work of 100,000. The most helpful action that 
Congress can take,..will be the increase of the Regular 
Army to 100,000 men, and the casting aside of the so- 
called Volunteer system, so far as regimental organ- 
izations are concerned. The Volunteer system, as it ex- 
ists at present, is expensive and cumbrous. The en- 
largement of the Regular Army will be the least expen- 
sive way of solving the question now pressing for an 
answer, and of answering any other questions of the 
same kind that may arise. 








Gen, A. W. Greely, Chief Signal Officer, has, says a 
Washington correspondent, received so many letters con- 
taining suggestions for devices to be used in the war 
against China that he is bewildered. They present 
countless ideas ranging from a cipher code to a scheme 
for destroying the combined forces of the Boxers at a 
single blow. The cipher code came from a western man 
who declares that “it baffles skill to unravel this code.” 
To this statement General Greely agrees most heartily. 
The letter explains that the code consists of a system of 
numbers which are to be spoken. For instance “137 plus 
53 minus 8,” would mean “attack on the right flank.”

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The observance of Decoration Day in the Philippines 
led the Manila “Freedom” in its issue of May 31 to 
say this: “For the first time in the history of the 
Philippines, Decoration Day was generally celebrated in 
Manila yesterday. It was a most gratifying showing. 
It was another striking symptom that Manila is an 
American city and that this is an American people. 
The flag which floats over the Capitol at Washinton is 
our flag. Those graves which we decorated yesterday 
are our graves. Those gallant fellows, whom we re- 
membered with flowers, song and speech, are our dead— 
our sacred dead. Those coffins and bones are the seeds 
of national sentiment on these islands. Let it grow, 
thrive and yield a bountiful crop of national feeling.” 


~~ 
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General MacArthur has cabled the War Department 
that the court martial called for the purpose of trying 
Col. James 8. Pettit, of the 31st Vol. Inf. for a violation 
of the 62d Article of War, has acquitted him of all 
charges. Colonel Pettit has been restored to duty with 
his regiment. Although the War Department has re- 
ceived nothing from General MacArthur to the effect 
that he disapproved of the findings of the court on a 
technical ground the daily press seems to be better in- 
formed. Officials at the Department are inclined to be- 
lieve the despatches received by the press from Manila 
to this effect, but say that the disapproval of the findings 
in Colonel Pettit’s case could only have been on the 
ground of some slight technicality. It is not at all re- 
garded as significant that General MacArthur made no 
mention of this if such was the case, as it is customary 
to await the arrival of the mails for details as to trials. 
As will be rememebered Colonel Pettit was tried for 
turning over a native outlaw to the local authorities at 
Zamboanga, who afterwards killed the prisoner. Much 
interest has centered around this case on account of the 
well deserved reputation of the officer involved. 

The question arises as to who is to control in the event 
of joint operations in China and the matter should be 
settled so clearly that there can be no doubt or confusion. 
Of the English Navy, the Army and Navy Gazette says; 
“Pekin is eighty miles from the coast, and there is no 
British force in the city. In the whole course of our 
naval history it may be doubted if a parallel case can 
be found for the despatch of a Naval Brigade in such 
circumstances as those existing in China at the present 
moment. Perhaps the nearest is Nelson’s move to aid 
the Neapolitans, but it was strongly condemned by the 
Admiralty, and tne conditions were infinitely more favor- 
able to success in his case than in Admiral Seymour's.” 
In our own case the argument would appear to be in 
favor of the Army for land operations. As they must 
of necessity furnish the bulk of the forces required, 
the operations on shore of a navy so restricted in 
its personnel as ours is, can only be temporary and to 
meet an immediate and pressing emergency. 
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As Capt. Charles Vernon Anson of Her Majesty's 
Navy is an incorrigible humorist, it is difficult to know 
how far we are to take his article on “The Great Anglo- 
American War,” referred to recently, seriously even in 
a “Battle of Dorking” sense. Captain Anson is a clever 
writer, an incorrigible joker and a whole-souled fellow, 
whose aequaintance many of our Navy officers have had 
the pleasure of making. He was the originator of the 
great dinner given in London in 1894 to the officers of 
our European squadron. He is the last man in the 
world to write or say anything derogatory to, or reflect- 
ing upon, our naval service, with which he is well ac- 
qnainted, except it was in the way of good-natured 
humor. During the Venzuelan affair he published a little 
book in which he indulged his humor at the expense of 
his own service. His American friends are hoping to 
persuade Captain Anson to visit this country where he 
will be sure of a cordial welcome. 
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The refusal of the British War Office to give a cap- 
itation grant to the London Scottish Volunteers, becanse 
they had 138 men in South Africa and so fell short of 
the regulation strength of 50 per cent. at the autumn 
manoeuvres, has excited the indignation of their honor- 
ary colonel, Lord Wemyss and Colonel Balfour, then 
commanding officer. Both promptly resigned, and Lord 





Wemyss wrote to Lord Lansdowne, telling him that he 
had ignored the original purpose ofthe Volunteer forces 
and changed its character and constitution. Colonel 
Balfour is a brother of the Cabinet Minister of that 
name, and as both colonels are men of influence, their 
action has brought a storm about the ears of the War 
Minister. 


BRITISH TROOPS FOR CHINA. 


Our Army in China will permit us to introduce to them 
Brig.-Gen. Sir Alfred Gaselee, who goes to that country 
in command of the British troops ordered from India 
where he has been stationed. Gen. Gaselee is fifty-seven 
years old and has seen his share of fighting and hard 
service, having been in the Army since 1868. He served 
in Abyssinia in 1868, in the Afridi Expedition 1877-78, 
and again in 1897 and in several other of England's 
punitive expeditions, He is a K. ©. B. and an A, D. ©. 
to the Queen; he has been several times mentioned in 
despatches and received the brevet of major, the oe 
and two clasps and the bronze decoration for his distiu- 
guished services at Kondahar. He received the brevet 
of colonel in 1898, and was promoted to the substantive 
rank in 1896. His staff service includes Deputy Assist- 
ant Quartermaster General, Bengal; aide-de-cam to the 
Queen, Colonel on the Staff in India and Brigadier- 
General. Brig.-Gen. EB. G. Barrow, who is to his 
second-in-command, belongs to the 7th Bengal Inf. He 
was born in 1852, and saw his first fighting in the Afghan 
war. He distinguished himself in 1882 in Egypt, for 
which he wears the medal and clasp, the bronze star, 
and the fifth class of the Mejidie, and in the operations 
on the northwest frontier in 1997 he was desperately 
wounded. 

There is to be a brigade-under Brig.-Gen. Sir N, Stew- 
art consisting of the 7th Bengal Inf., the 24th Punjab 
Inf., the list —— = 26th Bombay Inf., and Nos. 
39 and 43 field hospitals. 

Gen. O. M. Creagh, V. C., commands the 2d Bengal 
Inf. the 1th Sikhs, one battalion of the 4th Goorkhas 
and Nos. 42 and 47 field hospitals, The 22d Bombay 
Inf. and the 8d Madras Inf. wil! hold the lines of com- 
munication, with Nos. 25 British and 54, 63 and 66 native 
hospitals. The rest of the troops are divisioned, and a 
regiment of Pioneers is included. 

The country round Pekin being now swampy, no 
cavalry or artillery are being selected at present. 

The dates for the sailing of the troops from India are 
as follows: 7th Bengal Inf., June 25 and 28; 12th Field 
Battery and Ammunition Column, July 1; 24th Punjab 
Inf., July 2; 1st Bengal Lancers, July 3 and 4; Ist Sikhs, 
July 4; 22d Bombay Inf., July 5; Ist Mardras Pioneers, 
July 7; No. 3 Company Madras Sappers, July 11; de- 
tails, July 13. The force will consist of British 
officers, 308 British warrant and non-commissioned 
officers and men, 9,540 native officers and men, 7,170 fol- 
lowers, 1,280 horses and ponies, 2,060 mules, 6 guns and 
11 Maxims. Captains atson, Central India Horse, 
and Boddam 5th Goorkhas, will command Coolie Corps. 

The 24 Bengal, 26th and 30th Bombay and 3d Madras 
are native infantry regiments. The total complements 
of the British ships on the China station number about 
7,000, and the Jelunga left Portsmouth June 30 with 
840 naval ratings to take the place of the parties landed. 
French marine creeps to the number of 2,500. were to 
leave Toulon June 29, and the German additional con- 
tingent is of considerable strength. H. M. 8. Goliath 
is now well on her way to China, with the Victorious, 
which returns to the station, and the Dido and Isis both 
from the Mediterranean, and the Argonaut is to follow. 
The additional foreign ships to be sent to China, or al- 
ready on their way are the Guichen, Amiral Charmer 
and Friant for France; the Carlo Alberto, Vetter Pisami, 
Stromboli and Vesuvio for Italy; the Furst Bismarck for 
Germany; and the Maria Theresia for Austria. 

The English appear to have in the fight native troops 
which did excellent service. They are probably the Ist 
Battalion Chinese Regiment, Lieut.-Col. H. Bower, I. 8. 
C., from Wei-hai-Wei, with Capt. C. W. B. Bruce as 
adjutant. A correspondent of the “Army and Navy 
Gazette,” writing of the attack recently on Major Pen- 
rose’s party, says: ‘““The conduct of the soldiers of the 
lst Chinese Regiment on this trying occasion was be- 
yond all praise. There was not the slightest sign of 
unsteadiness or flurry about their movements, and that 
they should have unhesitatingly fired at their own fellow 
provincials, and possibly their own kinsfolk, at the com- 
mand of their alien officers, speaks volumes for the hold 
these officers have established over them, and the ef- 
ficiency of the training they have undergone.”

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A communication has been received at the Navy De- 
partment from Rear-Admiral W. 8. Schley, command- 
ing the South Atlantic Squadron, in which he recom- 
mends that the cruiser Montgomery of his fleet be 
ordered home for much needed repair. This vessel has 
been on continuous active servee for the past seven 
years, and only a short time ago the fleet was detained 
in port so that she could have some repairs made to 
her machinery. Orders will probably be issued directing 
the return of the ship, and she will be sent to the Navy 
Yard at New York, where she will go out of commission 
for at least six months. Rear-Admiral Schley has re- 
quested that the cruiser Atlanta, now in ordinary at 
New York, be detailed for duty with his fleet to replace 
the Montgomery. This ship was among the first built 
for the Navy and could be well spared for the duty in 
the waters of South America. n his report to the 
Navy Department Admiral Schley says the health of 
the command is excellent and reports on the progress 
made by the men in target practice. It is more than 

robable that within the next few months the Navy 

partment will order Admiral Schley home prepara- 
tory to his retirement, which will occur next winter.

Paymaster J. N. Speel. U. S. N., the general store

ships. 

Late letters from the U. 8S. S. Chicago present in no 
fatter:ng light the conditions of a cruise in Brazilian 
waters under existing circumstances. For some months 
the sh'p has been in hot weather, and added to this the 
ports visited have been in dread of the bubonic plague, 
so that, a8 expressed by an officer on board that vessel, 
“between disgust, hot weather and the plague we have 
had a h 1 of a time.” The anticipation that the ship 
might zo as far afield as Cape Town has not materialized, 
hut it is not improbable that this part of the station may 
be visited before the ship returns to the United States. 

The German East Asiatic squadron sailed July 9 from 
Kiel for China. Emperor William and Prince Henry 
of Prussia witnessed the departure of the warships. 

As o result of examination July 2, 1900, the follow- 
ing naval cadets were appointed from July 7; Will- 
iam Frederick Halsey, Jr., Herbert Harlan Michael, 
Bradford Barnette, David McDougal LeBreton, Wal- 
ter Albert Smead.

The Navy Department, in case the desires of Rear 
Admiral Hiechborn are agreed to, will before the Ist of 


Decen:ber make the largest contract for increasing the 
Navy ever made in one year by this country. This 
contrvct will be for the construction of five of the 
largest battleships ever built by any government, six 
first-class armored - cruisers, which are themselves 
nearly equal in size to a first class battleship, and which 


will be the finest vessels of their description ever con- 
structed by this Government, and three splendid protect- 
ed cruisers. The Board on Construction of the Navy 
is now working on the plans for the three protected 
cruisers, and it is believed the details of these vessels 
will be finally settled in a short time. Tentative plans 


have been made which contemplate ships having a dis- 
placement of not less than 8,000 tons, a speed of 23 
knots and main batteries of eight or six inch guns mount- 
ed in pairs. Most of the work will probably be given 
to Cramp’s, Newport News and the Union Iron Works 
of San Franeciseo. None of the smaller yards are capa- 
ble of building ships of such size as the battleships and 
armored eruisers proposed. The circular describing 
in detail the five battleships will be issued by the Navy 
Department in the very near future. It has been com- 
pleted by the Board and only awaits return from the 
printers for distribution. 

The Bureau of Ordnance of the Navy Department on 


July 10 held a test at the Indian Head proving 
grounds of 14-inch Harveyized plate, whica forms the 
last sroup of turret armor to be tested for the new 


battleship Illinois. Two 12-inch shots were fired accord- 
ing to specifications. The first traveled with a velocity 
of 1486 feet a second and penetrated to a depth of 
eight and three-fourth inches, the shell breaking up and 
the pieces rebounding . The second shot traveled with 
4 velocity of 1,852 feet per second.. The estimated 
penetration was 12 inches and the shell broke with the 
head remaining in the plate. .

Annapolis, Md., July 10. 

The preparations have commenced for the removal of 
the buildings that stand on the site of the proposed new 
cadets’ quarters. The furniture will be removed to 
the hospital building on the Government farm and remain 
stored there. When Buchanan row is demolished, the 
last of the old buildings at the Academy when it was 
Fort Severn, will be gone, save Fort Severn itself.

THE SITUATION AT NOMB. 

Newspaper reports from Cape Nome say that a pe- 
tition of citizens was presented to Lieut. Wallace M. 
Craigie, 7th Inf., commanding the garrison, requesting 
him to assume charge of affairs. The signers were 
disgusted with the looseness of the civil government 
and wished to substitute military rule. The petition 
contained charges against some of the municipal officials. 
Lieut Cragie is quoted as intimating that if one or two 
changes were made in the personnel of the municipal 
government there would be no sufficient reason for him 
to inaugurate military control. In a letter to Secretary 
Gage, dated Unalaska, June 23, Capt. W. H. Roberts 
of the revenue cutter Manning, predicted that the great 
inrush of people would result in the stranding of many 
and much suffering. There were, when he wrote, 10,000 
people on the beach at Nome, with little prospect of 
securing claims or finding employment. 

In a despatch to the War Department from Anvil 
City, Alaska, dated June 21, Brigadier-General Randall 
thus described the situation: “Arrived this port 1 a. m., 
to-day. Forty-two vessels in harbor; about 13,000 
people estimated ashore. Quiet prevails. Transport 
Rosecrans, in attempting to make her way through the 
ice fields, was driven aground on the flats off the mouth 
of the Yukon river. She had to be partially unloaded; 
latest reports say she is safely off and reloading; no in- 
jury or loss of life reported. She is expected in this 
port within a few days. Athenian arrived safely, dis- 
charged animals and proceeded to St. Michaels before 
my arrival. Two sailing vessels, Barlas Hunter and 
Eclipse, reported wrecked in vicinity of Rosecrans. Law- 
ton was left in Dutch harbor; expected to arrive at St. 
Michaels to-day or Seattle.” 

A later despatch from General Randall, which we 
print elsewhere, said he had declared martial law and 
assumed control. 
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TRIAL OF THE KENTUCKY. 


We gave in our issue of July 7, page 1070, the prin- 
cipal portions of the official report of the final trial of 
the U. 8S. S. Kentucky, and we give herewith some 
additional facts which may be found of interest. Dur- 
ing the full power trial, the average number of revo- 
lutions were: Stbd. 97.55; Port 97.67; average steam 
pressure, 158 Ibs.; vacuum, 26.1 inches; 1 h. p. of main 
and auxiliary machinery, 7,818; coal consumed per hour, 
14,300 Ibs.; coal per 1 h. p. per hour, 1.83 Ibs.; speed by 
patent log, 2.30 p. m. to 3.30 p. m., 14 knots; speed by 
patent log, 3.30 p. m. to 4.30 p. m., 13.9 knots; average 
speed, 13.95 knots. 

The board considers the turrets insufficiently lighted 
and recommends the installation of an additional recep- 
tacle for a portable and also the placing of a small in- 
candescent light in each hood of the turrets in order that 
the sight may be properly read.

One of the broken cap square bolts showed decided 
evidences of improper fitting, while the other failed to 
show such evidences, but the grain of the fracture in- 
dicated an unusually hard and non-ductile metal. The 
board is not prepared to assign a direct cause for 
failure of these bolts, but, in connection with 
above noted, desires to call attention to the violence of 
the counter recoil as a possible contributory cause of 
the failure of the cap square bolts, and recommends that 
further tests be made to fully determine the cause of 
the failure and proper remedy for same.

A MILLIONAIRE YELLOW JOURNALIST. 


Considering the fact that Mr. William Waldorf Astor 
resigned his American citizenship to escape. newspaper 
publicity, it is somewhat singular that he shoul 
have himself engaged in the business of newspaper 
reporting, in its most offensive form. He published ip 
the Pall Mall Gazette this paragraph which has al! the 
characteristics of the yellowest of yellow journalism: 


“We are desired to make known that the presence of 
Captain Sir Berkeley Milne, of the Naval and Military 
Club, Piccadilly, at Mr. Astor’s concert last Thursday 
evening, was uninvited.” 
_Mr. Astor can hardly urge in extenuation of this 
violation of the courtesies of private life, the excuse 
that his living depends upon his zeal as a reporter. Ae. 
cording to the statement that comes from London, it 
appears that Captain Milne who was formerly command. 
er of the Royal yacht Osborne, was dining at the honse 
of a well known lady, who asked him to go with her party 
to the Astor’s concert. This is daily done in London, 
and ~~ Milne unhesitatingly accepted. On ar. 
riving, Mr. Astor, instead of shaking hands with the 
Captain, asked the :atter his name. Milne told him, 
and said that Lady brought him with her party. 
Mr. Astor responded that he had not the pleasure of his 
acquaintance, requested him to leave, and added that 
he would insert a notice in the newspapers. Captain 
Milne retired in confusion and from the Naval and Mili. 
tary Club, the same night, sent Mr. Astor a letter of 
apology, and expressed the hope that he would allow 
the matter to drop. In spite of this, Mr. Astor, in his 
paper, the next afternoon, inserted the paragraph 
quoted. We are further told that Captain Milne’s 
many influential friends, who include the Duke of York, 
are furious, the Duke and other naval officers regard- 
ing Mr. Astor’s conduct as an insult to their profession, 
as well as to a personal friend whose position in Lon- 
don society is unquestioned. The members of the 
Naval and Military Club are also indignant at the fact 
that Mr. Astor dragged in the name of their club. The 
whole matter, with Captain Milne’s letter, has beep 
placed before the Prince of Wales, and society is await- 
ing the next move. 
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MAIL ITEMS FROM THE PHILIPPINES. 


Lieut. H. D. Coburn of the 25th Inf., with a detach. 
ment from his regiment met a small body of insurgents, 
on May 23, five miles north of Infanta and put them to 
rout, capturing three prisoners, 11 rifles, Mausers and 
Remingtons, and 400 rounds of ammunition. The Amer. 
icans completely surprised the rebels, and at the first 
volley fired by Coburn’s command, many of them threw 
down their guns and hiked off the field as fast as they 
could go. The three prisoners were at first very much 
frightened and fell on their knees, begging for mercy, 
when Colburn’s men surrounded them. 

Lieut. William J. White of the 44th Inf., struck a reb- 
el force on May 19, in the mountains uear Bodean. He 
routed them, killing six. Lieut. F. G. Stritzinger Jr. 
of the 23rd Inf., reached Bodean the same night. His 
command was fired upon by guerillas, occupying the 
town. After a short fight the rebels evacuated the 
place. The Americans captured valuable papers and 
military supplies besides a small amount of ammunition 
and arms.

Port Stephens, which sails for the Soutb- 
ern Camarines to-morrow morning will carry Major 
Nolan’s squadron of the 11th Cav., consisting of troops 
F, C, I and M. The squadron, dusty and hungry, ar 
rived in town yesterday after a long march from Santa 
Cruz. The other two squadrons of the regiment, under 
Majors Carson and Simes, are at present chasing rebels 
in the Southern Camarines. The whole regiment has 
been assigned to General Bell’s brigade. 
_ Detachments of the 47th Vol. Inf., occupying the 
interior towns of Leyte and Samar, met with considerable 
hard fighting during April. The 43d and 47th Inf. con 
stituted the major portion of Major Kobbe’s brigade. 
Detachments garrison theinterior towns, which are may 
miles removed from the coast, and means of com 
munication are such that it requires over a month to 
transfer reports of operations to General Kobbe’s head- 
quarters, whence they find their way from Manila. 

On April 2, Lieut. Jens E. Stedje, with L company 
of the 47th, started on a long scout, which lasted until 
April 19. He passed through the towns of Gubat, San 
Nicolas, Santa Maria, Bulac and Barcelona. During 
the first day of the expedition, the insurgents were de 
veloped along their front and a hot fight ensued, result- 
ing in the death of twelve rebels and the capture of 
seven more, including a captain of infantry, and als 
insurgent papers containing military plans. Ona April 
5, the enemy was again engaged at the entrance of} 
the barrio of Yuni. After offering slight resistance, they 
evacuated the town. Twelve prisoners were captured, 
besides 6 bombs, filled with high explosives, also mo 
insurgent documents of finknown value. On Apri! 1% 
near Bulac, the rebels offered stout resistance t 
Stedje’s advance. A fight followed, resulting in thé 
death of five rebels, and the capture of a captail 
papers and arms. 

Colonel Howe, 47th, reported having engaged the e 
emy near Liago, killing two, wounding two and cap 
turing nine.

The Manila “Freedom” of May 26 said: The daughte 
of the wealthy presidente of the pueblo of Montalba! 
who was abducted by Pio del Pilar’s ladrones, at 
o’clock on the night of the 22nd instant, while journey 
ing between San Mateo and Montalban, has been 
cued, and her rescuer, brave Sergeant Berry, 27th Inf 
lies dead in the morgue at the First Rese 
hospital, already embalmed and ready for shipment ! 
the United States. Such is the synopsis of a litt 
Philippine romance which is contain in an offi 
bulletin at the Ayuntamiento. 

The pretty mestiza had been visiting in San Mat 
and started late at night to return to Montalban 
a vehicle. A few miles from her destination her drivé 
was held up. The vehicle was instantly surrounded ! 
a half dozen fierce looking Tagalos carrying arms, 
wearing insurgent uniforms. The officer in commé@ 
looked at the young woman, and then exclaimed: ‘‘S! 
is the daughter of the presidente of Montalban, 
friend of Americans. We will hold her as a hos 
Make her a prisoner, men.” When the news of 
daughter’s abduction reached the presidente’s ears, 
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immediately notified the American officer in command 
at Montalban. Sergeant Berry and a detail of four men 
was ordered to start in pursuit of her abductors, Several 
miles east of Bologan, they found the young lady, guard- 
ed by two well armed ladrones. A fight ensued in which 
the ladrones were put to flight, leaving their prize to 
fall into American hands. 

On the return march, while passing through a narrow 
defile an ambushed party of rebels opened up on the 
jittle band of rescuers. At the first fire Berry received 
, bullet in the head and death was instantaneous, The 
lady was given a place of safety behind a pile of rocks, 
where she retained her composure throughout the skir- 
mish that followed. One of the five was sent to Mar- 
aquina to secure reinforcements, while the others held 
their ground. Upon the arrival of reinforcements, the 
ladrones took to the hills. One Mauser rifle, a haver- 
cack belonging to the 12th Inf., filled with Mauser 
ammunition abd a number of insurgent uniforms were 
captured. The presidente’s daughter returned to her 
father’s home, guarded by a detachment of the 27th, 
and Berry’s body was sent in an ambulance to Maraquina 
and thence to Manila. 

An idea of how the lake pirates operate near Manila 
may be formed from an account of a hold-up on Laguna 
de Bay of the launch Vigilante, at 9 a. m. May 27, near 
the mouth of the Laguna at the Napandan bar. There 
were 2 number of Chinese merchants aboard, besides a 
few Filipinos. The ladrones came from different di- 
rections in four canoes. Part of them were armed 
with rifles while the remainder carried bolos. The cut- 
throats scrambled aboard, and proceeded to go through 


the Chinos in the most scientific manner. Not a penny 
was overlooked. In the excitement that followed, one 
of the passengers was badly cut by a bolo man. Four 


of the most promising Chinos, who gave indications of 
having money and influence were hustled into the banca 
and hastily rowed to the shore. e supposition was 
that they would be held for a ransom. There were 
about twenty of the cut-throats, five in each canoe. The 
robbers secured $5,000. 





There has been heavy fighting between the 43d Vol. 
Inf., stationed in the islands of Leyte and Samar, and 
the rebels. On the Parlo road, Lieut. Gordon Johnston, 
with a detachment of scouts, engaged the bandits and 
fought them for three hours. Owing to the small number 
of his foree, it was impossible to drive the natives from 
cove The continued firing attracted the attention 
of the garrison, and a detachment of G company was 


sent to assist him. They then succeded in routing the 
bandits and killing 95 of them. 
A reconnoisance party operating from Tacloban met 


a large well-armed band at the ford of a river ten miles 
in the interior. A stubborn fight resulted, in which 
the 43d lost Lieut. John H, Evens and two enlisted 
men. The bugler of © company had his left arm shot 
away by a slug from a smooth bore cannon. The natives 
showed more than the usual amount of courage. 

The town of Catarman, island of Samar, garrisoned 
by F company, 43d, under Captain Cooke, was attacked 
by over 1,000 insurgents at 12 a. m. on April 30. The 
insurgents dug trenches during the night within 100 
yards of the American position, and opened fire about 
two hours before daylight. Bullets crashed through the 
nipa shacks in which F company was quartered. The 
men rushed to arms, some of them in a partially nude 
condition, but all with rifles in hand and cartridge belts 
thrown over their shoulders. They deployed as skir- 
mishers, and returned the insurgent fire with compound 
interest. The battle raged for two hours, and at 6 a. 
m. the insurgents fled, leaving 154 dead upon the field. 
Only two of their wounded were discovered. Two Amer- 
icans were wounded, one of whom, Private Bates, sub- 
sequently died while undergoing an operation at Calbayoe, 

Major Allen of the 43d who was scouting in the Uat- 
hulogan valley with a detachment of his regiment be- 
tween the 9th and 16th of May, reported that he had 
cleared the valley of the rebels. It was during this 
irip that Lieut. J. H. Evens was killed while gallantly 
leading his men over a rebel trench. Corporal J. R. 
McClelland and Private Hoyt of F company were 
killed near Mataginao—General Lucban’s headquarters— 
during these operations, on May 11. Sergeant Ora 
Vestad, M company, was accidentally drowned on the 
13th, while Allen’s command was fording a swift stream. 

“There are but 400 Americans on the i:-and of Leyte,” 
said the Manila “Freedom” of May 30, “a force alto- 
gether too small for the unexpected oppo;:u0n which has 
been encountered. Small detachments are doing garrison 
duty where a company would be few enough to insure 
protection to the people of the barrios. From the Ist 
of February to May 30, the 43d lost 46 killed, 70 wound- 
ed and 3 missing men.” 

Lively fighting occurred ten miles to the south of 
Cagayan, island of Mindanao, between 80 men of the 
Vol. Inf., and several hundred natives armed with 
rifles and bolos. The American loss amounted to two 
men killed and three wounded, while ninety-one of the 
guerrillas were found dead when the fight was over. 
For a short time following the demonstration in Cagay- 
an, when the Americans occupied the town and defeated 
the rebels in a night attack, the situation was most 
promising. New recruits came from the south, however, 
and the more desperate leaders, who passed safely 
through the first engagement, had been terrorizing the 
country for several weeks. The detachment were re- 
connoitering and did not expect a serious fight, when 
they eneountered the fire of the natives. Our men fell 
quickly into a skirmish line and fought with the usual 
and bravery of Americans. A _ well-timed flank 
movement finally demoralized the natives and they fled 
in disorder, leaving sixty prisoners and 110 men killed 
on the battle field. 
ilonel Murray of the 43d Inf., captured Hilongos, a 
strongly fortified point on the island of Leyte, on May 
6. The American loss was four wounded. The insurg- 
ent» loss was 70 killed and 21 wounded. Fifty prisoners 
with five cannon and 14 rifles were captured. Maasin 


wa. entered by Colonel Murray’s forces on May 7, 
Without resistance. The news from Leyte indicates 


that the rebels had prepared to make a desperate resist- 
ance before they would submit to American occupation. 
Thy had never before come in contact with American 
arms and in their ignorance they boasted how they 
would drive the Yankees from the island when they 
attempted te land. It took a few hours of steady fighting 
berore they were driven in a disorganized state to the 


ie rebels made an unsuceessfal attack on_Abucay, 
provinee of Bataan, on the night of May 24. he place 
Was defended by Captain Brandt in command of F com- 
pary of the 32d Vol. Inf. There were ao casualties on 
om side. 

Colonel Hardin in command of B, C and D companies 
of the 29th Vol.Inf.. protected by the gunboat Helena, 
lar led at Palanog, island of Masbate, early on the morn- 
of May 2 and drove the enemy from the town. Three 
reLels were found dead and one Remington was ca 
tured. The American force did not suffer a scratch. The 
entire island is practically subdued. ‘ The landing party 


embarked in the boats and prepared to put the rebels 
behind the trenches out of business. The gunboat Helena 
swung out in front of the improvised fort that had been 
prepared and manned by the insurgents behind three 
rows of trenches directly in front of the town. The 
enemy had taken at pains with their entrenchments 
and had they had the necessary courage there might 
have been some trouble in moving the enemy. 

As the Helena came slowly up in front of the en- 
emy’s position there was little indication of any force 
in sight. It was thought at first that the insurgents 
had evacuated the place, but just as the gunboat came 
within range of the rifles of the hidden enemy, a volley 
greeted them and any illusions that they entertained 
to the effect that there would be no opposition offered 
was dispelled. The Helena at once opened up in reply 
and kept them busy guessing, while the infantry were 
landing in the ship’s boats. he boys of the were 
so eager to land that they did not wait for the boats to 
touch the shore, but sprang into the water and rushed 
forward to engage the enemy. D and C companies 
formed the firing line, and B company was in the re- 
serve. Colonel Hardin was right in the front all the 
time, and after a short and decisive battle the troo 
charged over the three rows of trenches and drove the 
enemy in confusion to the mountains. 

Captain Rucker, of the 33d Vol. Inf., with a detach- 
ment succeeded in surprising a party of insurgents un- 
der Captain Tinio on the trail near Malibcong and Cacob 
in Ilocos Norte on May 18. Tinio was reported killed, 
with 23 of his followers. Captain Rucker’s party cap- 
tured four Mauser rifles, nineteen Remington, and ten 
horses with saddles and equipments. Captain Rucker 
was acting under orders from Colonel Hare of the 334d, 
who despatched him to locate Tinio’s party which had 
been reported in the vicinity. The rebel Captain was a 
nephew of the former insurgent General Tinio. 

The Manila “Freedom” of May 26 said of the arrival 
of the transport Sumner: The Sumner furnished the 
boys of the 21st, 13th, 26th, 46th and 18th Inf., and 
some of the members of the 5th Art. with a genuine 
surprise. She had in her cargo 400 boxes containing 
gifts from mothers, sisters and sweethearts far away at 
home. The distribution will commence to-day, under the 
direction of Corporal Leon J. Kessel, L company, 21st 
Inf. The news has created a stir among the boys who 
are serving in different portions of the Islands, doing 
garrison duty or rounding up ladrones in the mountains. 
The boys appreciate this and are profuse in their thanks 
to the members of the auxiliary to the 65th New York 
at Buffalo, who organized the movement and provided 
means for transporting the boxes to the Philippines. A 
letter was sent by the secretary of the Woman’s Aux- 
iliary of the 65th, in which they send a card of greeting 
to the men from Buffalo. 
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BRIGADIER-GENERAL GRANT’S REPORT. 

We have received a very interesting report from Brig.- 
Gen. Frederick D. Grant, U. 8. Vols., giving an account 
of the operations of the troops comprising his brigade 
from the time he commanded. The report is dated 
Angeles, P. I., April 15, 1900. Angeles is on the line of 
railroad between Manila and Dagupan, halfway between 
Marila and Tarlac. The brigade was composed as 
follows: Troops F, G and H, 4th COav.; Light 
Battery E, 1st Art., and Light Battery K, 3d Art.; 
Heavy Batteries H, G and L, 3d Art., acting as infantry; 
and the 3d, 17th, 25th regiments of Regulars, and the 
32d, 35th, 36th and 41st regiments of volunteers. From 
Feb. 1 to the date it merged into the district organiza- 
tion, the brigade consisted of these troops: Troop F, 
4th Cav., Capt. T. R. Rivers; Troop H, 4th Cav., Capt. 
J. B. Hughes; Light Battery E, Ist Art., Capt. H. M. 
Andrews; 3d Inf., Col. J. H. Page; 32d Vol. Inf., Col. L. 
A. Craig; 35th Vol. Inf., Col. E. H. Plummer, and the 
4ist Vol. Inf., Col. E. T. C. Richmond. A battalion of 
Macavebe scouts, commanded by Lieut.-Col. W. B. 
Wilder, 48d Vol. Inf., was attached for duty on two 
different occasions, and a detachment of men, taken from 
all the regiments comprising the brigade, organized on 
i'ebruary G, in accordance with authority of the Divis- 
ion Commander, known as the Brigade Scouts, and 
commanded by Lieut. F. S. Burr, 11th Inf., operated in 
the territory occupied by the brigade. . 

These officers constituted the brigade staff: Major 
Robert H. Noble, A. A. G., U. S. V.; Major Lewis Balch, 
Surg., U. 8S. V., until December 31, 1899, when he was 
succeeded by Major Henry F. Hoyt, Surg., U. 8. V.; 
Capt. W. C, Cannon, A. a M., U.S. V., until succceded 
March 13 by Capt. J. S. Michaels, A. Q. M., U. 8. V.; 
Lieut. C. W. Fenton, 5th Cav., and Lieut. F. G. Kna- 
benshue, 15th Inf., aids; and Lieut. Chauncey B. Hum- 
phrey, 3d Inf., engineer and topographical officer since 
Feb. 6, 1900. 

Besides the garrison work of the troops in the 47 
stations in the command, where they assisted in the 
establishment and maintenance of civil government, in 
the police of the town, and in minor operations, there 
have been general movements, or expeditions, in which 
various portions of the command have been concerned, 
in considerable force, as follows: 

The participation of the 17th and 36th Inf. in the 
general advance of the 2d Division, 8th Army Corps, 
commanded by Major-General Arthur MacArthur, 
U. 8S. V., in November, 1899. 

Aa expedition into Southwestern Pampanga. Bataan, 
and Zantbales, in December, 1899, in which Light Bat- 
tery K, 3d Art., and portions of the 3d and 32d Inf. 
were involved, commanded by General Grant, forming a 
junction on Dec. 12 with a column of the 25th Inf., 
which penetrated as far west as Iba, and as far south 
as Subig Bay.

Colonel Bell, Major W. H. Bishop, Capt. H. A. 
man, Lieuts. H. C. Corey and L. H. Pedilar, ail of the 
38th Inf., U. 8. V., and Lieut. H. F. Hawkins, with de- 
tachment of 4th U. 8. Oav., reconnoitered towards 
“Look-Out-Point.” In a fight at Bamban on Nov. 11 the 
rebels lost one officer and 18 men killed and six prisoners. 
In this fight Ist Lieut. J. L. Davis, 36th Vol. Inf., was 
killed and one private wounded. 

“The work of these two regiments is entitled to high 
commendation,” says General Grant. “I trust that Col- 
onel Smith may receive merited promotion. Gen, J. F. 
Bell has since received recognition of his distinguished 
services in the Philippines, so that no recommendation 
on my part is necessary. The subordinate officers herein 
named are worthy of praise, and especially Majors 
O’Brien and Bishop and Captains Brush, Chynoweth and 
Kerr.” 

The expedition having for its object the clearing out 
of the insurgents in Southwestern Pampanga and the 
Provinces of Bataan and Zambales was organized in two 
columns, The first column, designated the Northern 
Column, consisted of a battalion of the 25th Inf., num- 
bering about 400 men. The second column, denominated 
the Southern Column, consisted of about 750 men of the 
83d Art., 34 Inf. and 32d Vol. Inf. Sufficient money was 
allotted to pay all burden bearers, in order to attach 
them to the a S. Government by a sense of self-interest. 
It was specially enjoined on the command that every- 
thing taken from the natives should be paid for promptly 
with a view to aiding the pacification of the country; 
and strict orders were issued against looting and against 
offending or intimidating the natives, and especially 
against interfering with women. 

YORK OF THE COLUMNS. 

The Northern Column consisted of a battalion of the 
25th Inf., 17 officers and 400 men, with a pack train of 
20 ponies and a detachment of 100 natives carrying am- 
munition and rations, the whole under the command of 
Capt. J. P. O'Neil of that regiment.

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road. During the afternoon about half the town was 
unfortunately burned. The origin of the fire is u wh, 
but it is presumed to have been caused by fires left in the 
houses by natives, who fled at our approach, or by sol- 
diers cooking and not keeping watch over their fires. 
The march was resumed to Orani the following day. 
The 3d Inf. was given the advance and e the 
enemy near Orani in a slight skirmish. Two insurgents 
were killed. Balanga, the capital of the province of 
Bataan, was entered after a ht skirmish on the 6th. 
Two of the enemy were killed. The enemy were evi- 
dently Sting before our troops in all directions, not 
earing to risk an engagement. ’ 

The artillery had not been able to advance beyond 
Orani on account of the fact that the permanent bridges 
between that place and Dinalupijan had been destroyed. 
Two attempts to cross small bamboo bridges had pre- 
cipitated the caissons into the water. The platoon of 
artillery was therefore returned to Dinalupijan, and on 
the Sth to Angeles without having an opportunity to en- 
sage the enemy. 

he next objective of the column was Olongapo, sit- 
uated on Subig Bay, the road to which was but a narrow 
trail, impassible for wagons and difficult for horses and 
mules. Major Spence, 32d Inf., left Dinalupijan on the 
Sth in command of 90 selected men of his regiment and 
the regimental scouts, commanded by Lieutenant Love. 
The next day this command was joined by Co. G, Cap- 
tain Rumbold, and by Captain McRae, with 100 selected 
men, 3d Inf. Thus reinforced the column captured the 
important naval arsenal of Olongapo, situated on Subig 
Bay, and containing a large quantity of stores, valued at 
many thousand dollars. It is worthy of note that the de- 
detachment under Captain McRae marched the whole 
distance over the mountain in the one day. The Navy 
having been informed of the intended movement on Olon- 
gapo, had sent the U. 8S. S. Oregon, U. 8. 8S. Baltimore 
and the gunboats Gardoqui and Mindoro and two com- 
panies of marines to take part in the capture of this 
arsenal. They were much surprised, therefore, upon 
arrival early on the morning of the 10th to find the Army 
in full possession. The Q. M. steamer Mactan, com- 
manded by Lieut. C. C. Smith, 20th Inf., with rations, 
also arrived that morning. With the assistance of the 
naval gunboats and the Mactan the command which re- 
mained behind under Major Spence (except the mounted 
detachments of the 3d and 32d Inf.), was transported by 
water to Subig. This place was taken after a few shots 
and a slight resistance by the enemy, who then retreated 
into the mountains, vigorously pursued by our troops. 
The enemy suffered a loss of two killed and several 
wounded. Olongapo was then garrisoned by the two 
companies of marines under Capt. J. C. Myers and the 
mounted detachment before mentioned. 

A detachment of the 32d Inf. and McRae’s detachment 
of the 3d Inf., under Major Spence, advanced to meet 
the northern column. The 3d Inf. encountered the in- 
surgents at Castillejos killing two of them. 

On Dee. 14, Captain Hayson of the 32d Vol. Inf., with 
a detachment from four companies of that regiment, 
while scouting near Castillejos, captured two insurgents. 
Captain Sevier, commanding the mounted detachments 
of his regiment and of the 3d Inf., while scouting near 
Olongapo to find the trail between that place and Subig, 
and the southern trail leading from Olongapo to Dinal- 
upijan, encountered a party of the enemy, killing one, 
on whom was found a U, 8S. haversack. His command 
also destroyed a blockhouse and stockade formerly used 
as a signal station by the enemy. Lieut. Smith’s de- 
tachment of the 32d Vol. Inf. wounded three insurgents 
while scouting to the northeast of Subig. Captain Mc- 
Rae’s detachment of the 3d Inf., scouted north and east 
as far as Aglau, where he encountered the enemy, killing 
one and wounding one. The missing insurgent steamer 
Don Francisco having been ry ot as in the river Din- 
ictigan, which flows into the harbor of Olongapo, a de- 
tachment of the 3d, 25th and 32d Inf. and a party of 
sailors and marines proceeded up the river in boats, and 
the steamer was located and taken possession of. Her 
engine had been “killed,” and the missing parts were 
found within the next few days, steam was got up, and 
the vessel brought to the bar at the mouth of the river 
by Ensign Chase, U. 8S. N. General Grant says: “Major 
Noble, Captain Collins, Lieutenant Fenton, Lieutenant 
Smith, 20th Inf., Lieutenant Mapes, Ensign Chase, 
U. S. N., and Lieutenant Porter, U. 8S. M. C., took part 
in this splendid find. I accompanied the party in person 
and directed the details.” 

At midnight, Dec. 16, Captain Collins, Co. H, 32d Inf., 
with a portion of Sevier’s detachment of the 3d and 32d 
Inf. were embarked on the U. S. S. Minaoro. General 
Grant accompanied the party with his staff. A landing 
was made before dawn.at Morong, province of Bataan; 
the insurgents fled. Captain Collins marched over a 
difficult trail and entered Balanga about 7 o’clock on 
the evening of the 19th, surprising the enemy in their 
barracks, and taking 28 prisoners. 

Under instructions from the Division Commander the 
3d Inf., under Captain McRae, landed near Mariveles 
on the morning of the 18th, surprising the town and 
capturing two of the enemy, and killing one. A detach- 
ment of the 32d Inf., Captain Hayson, with two officers 
and 80 men were left to garrison Subig. This officer. 
as a result of the exercise of good judgment, succeeded 
in effecting the release of an American civilian. Col. 
Craig of the 32d Inf. was directed to command the 
troops for the movement into Bataan, and proceeded by 
the Mactan via Manila. General Grant accompanied the 
expedition against Santa Cruz and Iba on the U. S. gun- 
boat Mindoro, Ensign McCarty commanding, which 
again courteously assisted. 

During a storm in Manila Bay Captain Rumbold’s de- 
tachment of 50 men, accompanied by Colonel Craig and 
staff, while proceeding from Manila to Orani were obliged 
to abandon their cascos. All the rations and personal 
property of the men, their arms and ammunition, were 
ost in Manila Bay. At 3 in the morning of Dec. 18, 
three parties of the 25th Inf. were landed to attack Iba. 
The enemy had evidently seen the lights on board the 
Carmen, which the captain had failed to extinguish, 
notwithstanding strict orders to that effect. When the 
troops landed, a mounted party of the enemy was en- 
countered on the beach. skirmish ensued, in which 
one man, 25th Inf., was wounded. The town was taken. 
This practically ended the expedition. 

“One of the results of this expedition,” says the re- 
port, “besides the very considerable number of arms and 
property captured, of the enemy killed and wounded, 
and of Spanish and American prisoners released, was 
the demonstration to the native population that the 
American soldier need not be feared by those having 
peaceful intentions. Very shortly after the occupation 
of the towns by our troops, the population, which ha, 
run away in terror at our approach, returned to resume 
their usual vocations. Small parties of the enemy have 
continued to rob and in some instances to murder the 
natives, as well as to attack small detachments of our 
troops by ambushing them. Many thousand natives who 
have desired to discontinue all participation in the in- 
eaves | bee enabled te, .

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‘*While all officers did well on this expedition, those in 
command of separate detachments had more ppoecnny 
than others to gain distinction. Major R. EB. L. nce, 
32d Inf.; Capt. J. P. O'Neil, 25th Inf.; Capt. J. H. Me- 
Rae, 3d Inf.. and Capt. H J. Collins, 32a Int., had se 

arate commands at different times and conducted the 
work committed to their charge with skill and good judg- 


ment. 

The Macabehe Scouts, commanded by Lieut.-Col. W. 
E. Wilder, 43d Vol. Inf., were attached to General 
Grant’s command for operations in southwestern Pam- 

anga, Bataan and Zambales. Leaving Calumpit on 
Feb. 7, Wilder reached Dinalupijan on the 9th, with two 
of his companies, which had proceeded direct via San 
Fernando, Guagua and Florida Blanca, being joined on 
that date by Lieutenant Williams with two companies, 
which had scouted the country between Florida Blanca, 
Dinalupijan road and the mountains. Lieut. F. Guy 
Knabenshue, 15th Inf., aid of the general staff, accom- 
panied the expedition; Lieut. C. B. Humphrey, 3d Inf., 
engineer and topographical officer, started with the com- 
mand, but was taken sick and was unable to continue 
further than Dinalupijan. 

Some very effective work in cleaning up the country 
bordering on the swamp region, extending. as far east as 
yuagua, and westward and northward to the mountains 
was accomplished. The companies of Lieuts. O’Connell 
and Gillespie engaged the insurgents near the barrio 
San Terenza, chasing them into the swamp region, 
wounding one and killing four others. At Dinalupijan 
Feb. 15, onescompany was detached under Lieut. Wil- 
liams to visit the barrio of Matain, where three insur- 
gents were captured. The main command reached Subig 
on the 18th, where it reported to Gen. J. V. Bell for 
operations in Zambales in conjunction with his force. . In 
scouting the southern portion of the province of Zam- 
bales on the 19th, the companies of Lieut. Morrow and 
Lieut. Gillespie had a slight brush with rebels near San 
Antonio, and near San Felipe, one of them being killed. 
In passing through the towns all the men were generally 
gathered together, Macabebes pointing out soldiers and 
civil officials of the insurgents from other provinces, who 
were thereafter escorted out of the province. 

A combined movement against insurgents and ladrones 
in the swamp region at the northern end of Manila Bay, 
in which the 3d, 32d and 41st Inf. and Burr’s scouts par- 
ticipated, and in which the Macabebe scouts assisted, 
was begun March 21 and lasted one week. The 3d, 32d 
and 41st Inf. was to form a cordon around the region 
by active patroling, and the Brigade scouts under Lieut. 
Burr, to strengthen the line. This movement of the 
scouts was greatly facilitated by the Army gunboat 
Napidan, Capt. 8S, C. Larson, 11th Vol. Cav., command- 
ing, and the U. 8S. naval gunboat Basco, Naval Cadet J. 
W. Greenslade, commanding. During these operations 
13 ladrones who attempted to escape after having been 
taken prisoners were killed. A large number of houses, 
which had been used by these ladrones, were burned. As 
a result of the work of the Macabebes in the swamp re- 
gion west of Guagua, there was a large delivery of guns 
to the stations of our troops, which would not otherwise 
probably have been secured, the natives preferring to 
give them to our people rather than have them taken by 
the Macabebes. The native population was also taught 
that in the Macabebe scout, the United States has a loyal 
servant, who can be depended on to, pick out of a crowd 
of natives, however large, all the insurgents masquer- 
ading as “amigos,” and the culprits of other provinces. 
Complaints as to the conduct of the Macabebe scouts 
have been received, but upon investigation, they have 
been found to be groundless. 

“In my estimation,” says General Grant, “the Maca- 
bebe scout with American officers and non-commissioned 
officers, is a valuable adjunct to our forces, and especially 
so is he in the work of picking out insurgents in the 
manner above alluded to and in secret service work. Too 
much credit cannot be given to Lieut.-Col. Wilder and 
his officers, Lieut. H. C. Williams, 21st Inf., Lieut. J. 
J. O’Connell, 21st nf., Lieut. W. M. Morrow, 21st Inf. 
Lieut. Grant Gillespie, 32d Inf.. U. 8S. V., and 1st Lieut 
Cc. A. McGee, 30th Inf., U. S. V., commanding the com- 
panies.” 

The capture of O'Donnell and a number of pris- 
oners, rifles and military stores was effected. in the 
following manner. A battalion of the 25th Inf.. com- 
manded by Capt. H. A. Leonhauser, of that regiment, 
left Bamban on the night of Nov. 18, and marching over 
a rough trail, guided by a native, O’Donnel was reached 
the next morning early. Before dawn Capt. Leonhauser 
had so disposed his force as to completely surprise the 
town. After a few shots. the garrison surrendered, only 
a few escaping to the hills. Four officers and 100 sol- 
diers fell into our hands. 

On Nov. 27, 1899, Col. J. F. Bell, 36th Inf., moved 
against the combined forces of the insurgent generals, 
San Miguel and Alejandrino, in the mountains to the 
west of Mangatarem. The insurgents were put to flight 
and vigorously chased. “This was the culmination of 
many feats of arms, for which Colonel Bell was made 
a Brigadier General of Volunteers,” says the report. 

On Jan. 5, 1900, Cos. B, K. M,of the 25th Inf., com- 
manded by Capt. H. A. Leonhauser, left Magalang and 
attacked the stronghold of the insurgent general Aquino, 
situated at Podert, near Comansi, Mt. Arayat. “The 
troops sealed heights of great difficulty,’ says the renort, 
“and crawled through dense undergrowth. Lieut. W. T. 
Schenck, 25th Inf., particularly distinguishing himself 
in leading the advance, as did also Lieut. A. C. Martin, 
and the enemy were driven off with what was believed 
to be a considerable loss. Their barracks and a large 
auantity of stores were burned. Corp. F. Washington, 
Co. K, was killed. Five American prisoners fell into 
our hands, but not until they had been shot and so bru- 
tally boloed that but two recovered. This whole affair 
reflects the greatest credit upon the soldierly qualities 
of the officers and troops. I recommend Captain Leon- 
hauser to be breveted major, Ist Lieut. Martin to be 
breveted captain and Sergt. Lightfoot for a certificate 
of merit, and also highly commend A. A. Surg. Gilhuley 
for their participation in this affair. Lieut. Schenck has 
unfortunately been since killed in ambush in Zambales, 
otherwise I would recommend him to be breveted cap- 
tain.” 

The column commanded by Captain James H. Mc- 
Rae, 3d Inf., consisting of Cos. F and G of that regi- 
ment, operated in western Pampanga during the month 
of January, with great success, and on the 17th of that 
month accomplished what is really a brilliant feat of 
arms, in the capture of the stronghold of the insurgents 
under General Hizon at Lumandan. Captain McRae 
moved from Porac on Jan. 14. The column passed 
through a narrow pass and entered successively two 
basins, both of which showed evidence of attempts at 
fortification and of recent occupation. At this place six 
barracks and many hospital supplies, with a large quan- 
tity of rice were burned. The guide stated that Gen. 
Maximino Hizon with a strong force had been occupying 
the place. The command rested for the night. The next 
day a fresh but very rough trail was followed, upon 
which an insurgent paymaster, bearing a pass from Gen- 
eral Hizon was captured. He accompanied the column 
to point out the insurgent camp. After following this 
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trail for ten miles, the command entered a canon abou 
300 yards deep, with Soe en walls. The 
advance guard was within s out. 
post before it was fired u ned, 
the outpost was put to flight, and closely followed up , 
narrow and bia” age gorge full of boulders which led of 
to the right. The main body, which had now advance 
about half way up the main canon, received severa! yo}. 
leys from the insurgents, whose main party was sta. 
tioned on the plateau directly above. An insurgent trene) 
was then located by its fire at the head of_a small co 
about 300 yards away, and high above the bed of 
cation. Ten men selected for their markmanship caused 
the evacuation of the trench with a few well directed 
volleys. A rush was then made for the trench by part of 
the peng 2 while the remainder started for the top of the 
lateau by the flank, many men ascending the steep wall 

y ont up the vines, their rifles strapped to their 
backs. Being thus attacked in front and on the flan 
the insurgents withdrew. When the plateau was reach 
by the troops, it was found that the enemy had fled in alj 
directions to the underbrush, leaving four dead in the 
trench, one of which was a lieutenant, while in severg} 
places bloody trails were to be seen showing that the 
enemy had carried off their wounded. One Americay 
soldier was slightly wounded in the thumb. A saddle 
belonging to Gen. J. F. Bell was recovered. Lieut, 
Barker was the first to reach the trench,and while hold. 
ing on with one hand to a vine, with the other hand fireg 
his revolver and killed an insurgent. Captain McRae 
followed second. In this affair all officers and solciers, 
General Grant says, were worthy of praise He recom. 
mends Captain McRae to be breveted major, and Lieut, 
Barker to be breveted captain, for gallant and merito- 
rious conduct on this occasion. 

A detachment of 25 men, under command of Capts. J. 
A. Ruggles and A. L. Halpin, 35th Vol. Inf., proceeded 
on Feb. 1 to Coluga, a barrio of Sibul, province of Bula- 
can, and succeeded in capturing without resistance 8] 
Remington rifles, 14 Mauser rifles, 2 shot guns, 150 Rem- 
ington bayonets, 10,000 empty Mauser and Remington 
shells, 10,000 newly made Mauser bullets, 1,500 powdered 
and capped Remington shells, 8,000 Remington bullets, 
newly made, 5,000 Krag shells, empty, 2 1-2 tons black 
powder, 6 boxes of rifle parts, 2,000 loaded Mauser 
shells in clips, 1 18-inch screw-cutting lathe, 4 large vises, 
parts of a steam engine, 1 geared drilling machine, 1 
Mauser loading apparatus, 30 dry cell batteries, 30 
gravity cell batteries, large stock of chemicals for high 
explosives, 2 stocks with dies, hammers, chisels and 
various other tools, 1 new forge, 1 heliograph, 1 night 
signaling apparatus and other supplies, including nitro- 
glycerine, saltpeter, chlorate of potash, etc. 

The Brigade scouts, commanded by Lieut. Burr, 11th 
Inf., were organized Feb. 6, and performed excellent 
police duty in the territory occupied by the brigade, in 
addition to their work in connection with the Macabebe 
scouts as noted above. They were not fully provided 
with horses and equipment until apen 10, having had 
before that time only 12 ponies. General Grant says: 
“They form an excellent adjunct to the means at my dis- 
posal for a rapid movement upon places and localities not 
garrisoned by trogge that were difficult to reach by dis- 
mounted + og heir operations have extended as far 
north as Mabalacat, and south through the barrios of 
Porac, Florida Blanca, Guagua, Dinalupijan and al! the 
eastern part of the province of Magalang and Mexico. 
Up to April 15, 9 rifles have been captured and 29 pur- 
chased, nine insurgents have been killed and four officers 
and men captured. A large quantity of rice, ammunition 
and insurgent barracks have also been destroyed. These 
results do not represent the total of the excellent work 
thus far accomplished, and Lieut. Burr is entitled to 
commendation for the energy and good judgment which 
he has shown in pursuing the insurgents, as well as in 
winning the, good will of the native population, from 
which substantial results may confidently be expected. 
During the period embraced in the report 1,195 arms and 
38,987 rounds of ammunition were captured, besides a 
large quantity of stores and 316 arms were purchased. 
There were reported killed of the enemy 13 officers and 
87 men; wounded, 4 officers and 45 men; captured, 9 
officers and 446 men. There were also surrendered 27 in- 
surgent officers, most of whom are now living in this 
province, and some of whom have given valuable assist- 
ance in the capture and purchase of arms, and in the 
work of civil government. 

“On Nov. 1 only one town in the command, San Fer- 
nando, had a civil government,” says the report. “Since 
that time civil governments have been established in 
49 towns, and preparations are now being made for their 
re-establishment under General Order No. 40, Division 
of the Philippines. 

“I desire to place on record the cordial co-operation 
of the Navy on the several occasions herein mentioned. 
Admiral J. C. Watson, Comdr. R, P. Rogers, Capts. J. 
C. Meyers and H. L. Draper, U. 8S. M. C., Ensign G. 
Chase, Ensign A. H. McCarthy, Naval Cadet BE. A. 
Weichert and Naval Cadet J. W. Greenslade, should es- 
pecially be mentioned. Acknowledgment of their assist- 
ance has been made to the Commander-inChief of the 
U. S. Naval Forces on Asiatic Station. 

“ I wish especially to mention the following members 
of my staff for intelligent and energetic performances 
of the important and at times dangerous duties com- 
mitted to them during the expedition in Dec., 1898, and 
for efficient performance of their duties since that time, 
for such recognition or distinction as higher authority 
may demm proper: Major Robert H. Noble, A. A. G., 
U. 8S. V.; Major Lewis Balch, Surg., U. 8S. V.; Capt. W. 
C. Cannon, A. Q. M., U. 8S. V.. and 1st Lieut C. W. 
Fenton, 5th Cav., and Ist Lieut F. G. Knabenshue, 15th 
Inf., aids. In this connection, and in addition to above, 
I desire to mention also Major Henry F. Hoyt, Surg. 
U. 8. V.: Capt. J. 8. Michaels, A. Q. M., U. 8. V., and ist 
Lieut. C. B. Humphrey, 8d Inf., engineer and topo 
graphical officer; who were not members of my staff 
until after this expedition, but who have performed their 
duties to my entire satisfaction since the time they re 
ported for duty.” 

The report of the enemy killed, wounded and captured 
by the troops in the operations reported from Nov. 1, 18%, 
to April 15, 1900, gives these figures:

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TROOP F, THIRD CAVALRY. 


The War Department is in receipt of a report from 
Capt. George A. Dodd, 3d Cav., of operations in north- 
western Luzon with Troop F, 3d Cay., from April 5 to 
May 3, 1900, inclusive. Troop F, of which Captain 
Dodd is the commanding officer, is the cavalry troop 
which, through its participation in several military 
tournaments at Madison Square Garden, New York, 
and its visits to various points in New England, 
gained an enviable reputation in expert horsemanship 
and inilitary drill, as well as for its thorough discipline 
and gentlemanly conduct of officers and men. Vigan, in 
the Province of Lloces Sur, at which this troop has been 
stationed for some months, is a seaport and the capital 
of the province, has a population of about 20,000, and 
is 238 miles due north of Manila; it is also the capital 
of the bishopric of Nueya Sogevia; has a cathedral, an 
episcopal palace, court house and many large public 
buildings. The country covered by Captain Dodd’s op- 
erations lies between the Abra River, at the mouth of 
which Vigan is located, northeasterly into the Province 
of llocis Morte, and is the section recently brought 
into notice through the operations of the insurgent 
leader, Padre Aglipay. 

Captain Dodd, with 87 men and 93 horses, accom- 
panied by 2d Lieuts, R. B. McNally and W. D. Chitty, 
3d Cav., and 2d Lieut. J. F. McKinley, 6th Cav., a 
sergiint of engineers, hospital attendant, two packers, 
scouts and ten pack mules left Vigan on the 5th of 
Apri!, proceeding to the Abra river and scouting north- 
ward to Batac. Captain Dodd recites several instances 
to show that our orthodox mode of scouting is of little 
or hv avail against these people. On striking some of 
the ain trails he found all traces of footprints oblit- 
erated by bunches of twigs, some of which being found, 
showed indications of sweeping in both directions, and 
these trails being followed usually lead to a woman 
with a basket on her head. This expedient was ex- 
plained upon arriving at Batac, where he found a de- 
tachinaent of the 34th Inf., and learned that Carremea 
a berrie of Batac, had been attacked the night before. 


He thereupon communicated with Lieut. McKinley, 
who had been left at Badee, with instructions to scout 
wp the river, and this scout resulted in the capture of 


eight bolo men and the burning of a small barrie. 
Seniing a detachment down the main road toward 
Badoc, Captain Dodd proceeded with the balance of 
his troop to Paoag, from which point he went south in 
two columns. About three miles south one of the de- 
tachments, under Lieut. Chitty, sighted a party of in- 
surr-ctos, who scattered at the sight of our troops. 
Evrly on the morning of April 15 he left Badoc and 
struck into the mountains so as to head the valleys of 
Cullenbeng, and at about 9 o’clock struck a large party 
of insurgents under Gregorio Aglipay, and in a fight 
lasting one hour he killed 49 insurrectos, mortally 
wounded 4, and captured 44 prisoners; also a large num- 
ber of small swords, bolos, a few Mausers and ammuni- 
tion, ten horses with saddles and bridles. He burned 
a large new cuartel with officers’ quarters, store-houses, 
supplies and large quantities of rice, as also the barrio 
of Cullenbeng ‘and several other places in that vicinity, 
showing indications of being imsurrecto resorts. From 
the prisoners he learned that there were 180 men and 
70 guns with the party. The surprise of Aglipay’s party 
was absolute, and followed with such rapidity that they 
coull not use their weapons effectively until reaching 
shelter in the brush. The result of this sharp engage- 
ment is more creditable when it is understood that it 
«curred in what can be best described as a depressed 
jungle. Just before the attack Captain Dodd’s posi- 
tion was overlooking that of the enemy, his troop be- 
ing in column and in one of the sunken trails character- 
isti of that particular locality, whereby difficulty and 
delay oceurred in getting men and horses through and 
out of such a small funnel like space so as to insure a 
satisfactory disposition. Outposts and lookouts were 
posted at every point except at the one from which 


he approached. He had been under the observation 
of the enemy for some days, and had he reached the 
scelie by any other route than the one selected, it is 
very probable that his command would have been an- 
nihilated. 


From the 16th to the 22d of April Captain Dodd

tured 199 men, 35 horses, 16 rifles and many smaller 
weapons, destroyed 3 cuartels and much of the disaf- 
fected district. His only casualties were the wounding 
of Sergeant Coppock in the fight of the 25th, and Black- 
smith Tait in the fight of the 15th.

The Kansas City “Journal” tells a story about a Gen- 
eral Starr and a Lieutenant Morrison, both officers of the 
Regular Army. There has never been a General Starr 
in our Army. Samuel Henry Starr was a major in the 
6th Cay. and a Colonel of Volunteers, but never a general 
officer in the Regular or Volunteer service by brevet or 
otherwise. As he was retired with the rank of colonel 
Dec. 15, 1870, Col. Starr could not have been in com- 
mand of Fort Riley in 1876. We have had six Morrisons, 
cadets at the Military Academy, Charles Clifford, who 
graduated in 1871 and died in 1894, James Campbell 
Morrison who graduated in 1868 and was drowned in 
1871, John Frank Morrison who graduated in 1881 and 
is now a captain of the 20th Inf.. Wm. E. Morrison who 
graduated in 1828 and died in 1834, John Morrison, Jr., 
who graduated in 1896 and is now in the 3d Cay. The 
story is one of an old officer who had a prejudice against 
young graduates. According to the story General Starr, 
while in command of Fort Riley in 1874, went to his 
office to. meet Lieutenant Morrison who had come to re- 
port for duty. “Reaching his office the general was con- 
fronted with a dapper little fellow, as spick and span 
as though he had just come from the hands of his barber 
and tailor, while he had the half supercilious air that 
seems inseparable from the first stages of military edu- 
eation. Looking the young lieutenant over for half a 
moment the old general said with great dignity: ‘How 
do you do, Mr. Morrison, I am pleased to see you.’ Then 
as a flush gradually mounted over his weather-beaten 
features, he added: ‘I am always glad to see you young 
men from the Military Academy. You—you—(there the 
general ended with a roar) you think yourselves so 
smart.’” The story may be true to the character of 
Colonel Starr who entered the Army as a private in 1882, 
but he was retired before any of the Morrisons whom 
the story could possibly affect was graduated, except 

»ssibly Charles Clifford Morrison, who was at Fort 
tiley from Oct. 27, 1871, to May 3, 1872, and Starr re- 
tired nearly a year before he went there,

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THE QUARTERMASTER’S TROUBLES. 


(From the New York Sun.) 

If any of you people who stay at home in ease, think 
that mine is a soft job, you are heartily welcome to try 
it just one trip,” said the Quartermaster Captain of the 
transport. “Circumstances have combined to make this 
one of the most thankless tasks imaginable. What does 
Captain Assistant Quartermaster know about steam 
navigation, anyway? Yet they put us in charge of these 
boats and expect us to have all the practical wisdom of 
aun admiral. Whatever port I go into, there’s always 
some naval vessel keeping an eye on me and ready to 


tell me things. No sooner does my anchor get down 
than there’s a boat piped away from the Navy, and a 
watch officer comes across to inform me, with the com- 
pliments of his commander, that there is a bowline on a 
bight in the port funnel halliards. Now what in blazes 
does the Navy think the Quartermaster-General cares 
about that? 

“And it’s not the Navy alone; the Army’s just as bad. 
Of course, when the officers are junior to me they have 
to take all that’s coming to them and say nothing, for 
that’s what seniority amounts to. But when I get an 
officer aboard that ranks me I have to stand to the 
ruck while he expresses his views on the rottenness of 
the service. I'd like to know what I’ve to do with it. If 
Majors and Colonels will get seasick, that has no con- 
cern for the Quartermaster-General. ‘They ought to 
apply to the Surgeon-General, that’s what he’s there 
for. 

“Nor is that the sum of the trouble, not a bit of it. The 
worst of all is the commissions that have to be attended 
to. It seems to me that ovens Sane one knows in New 
York is simply crazy to have something brought up from 
our colonies, and it’s usually cigars and rum which it 
is expected that the army transport service will smuggle. 
At the other end we are expected to execute all sorts of 
couunissions in New York. Lest trip up I think I sized 
up my limit and beyond that I cannot go. 

“Just as we were getting under way for the North, 
there was a great to-do and —— of a squeaky 
steam whistle from a littl launch wallowing out after 
us. The navigating captain was all for going ahead 
without paying any attention to the little tub, but I 
knew better; it was headquarters launch and had to be 
stopped for. When it got alongside there was nothing 
but an orderly with a note, which he passed up the side 
and then headed shoreward. It was nothing but a last 
commission from the wife of one of the officers on the 
staff of the Commanding General. Of course it had to 
be attended to, for she was a Major—I mean her hus- 
band is. But it seemed just as easy as could be, for all 
she wanted was for me to get her a hat. She told me 
just where to go in New York and how much to pay, 
und the money was enclosed. Furthermore, she gave 
me these directions about the hat: It was to be the new 
“xypsy shape. ‘The wire shape is completely covered 
with ciel-blue chiffon, the edge of the brim being bound 
with stitched blue velvet. The brim is faced with 
shirred blue chiffon, and two wing-shaped ornaments of 
stitched blue velvet are spread out on each side in front, 
divided in the center by a knot of the velvet. The wings 
of velvet are in turn covered with wings of chiffon edged 
and trimmed with Tuscan braid; an ornament of rhine- 
stones separates the chiffon wings. The back of the hat is 
banked with Parma violets and tender green foliage. 
That's just as it was in her note which I copied off into 
my pocketbook where I could not mislay it. I noticed 
that she had forgotten to give me the measure of the 
hat. Now I wear 7 1-8 and though she is a woman, 
and women don’t have big heads, still she wears her 
hair all puffy and on that account I figured that she’d 
want a 7 1-8 too, and I put that down.’ 

After recounting his experience in buying a hat, the 
Captain continued: “It was a perfect and immediate 
success. If that hat will only do for Mrs. Major what 
it did for that girl in the store who tried it on, I’m willing 
to bet she will be the only and particular stunner of the 
colony. But just the same I am going to draw the line 
at the purchase of hats for the ladies of the Army on 
colonial service. It’s too risky.”

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FOREIGN NOTES. 

A complete report of the Belleisle experiments has been 
prepared by Capt. W. H. May and Comdr. Dampier, 
ht. N., with numerous diagrams and photographs. Every 
hit is shown, its effect, and the conclusions drawn by 
experts. 

According to a statement made in Parliament 91,000 
horses have been shipped to South Africa during the 
present war. The cost of an English horse on arrival is 
from $350 to $375, and that of an Argentine horse only 
$130. Altogether England must have spent anywhere 
from twenty to thirty miliion dollars on horses for South 
Africa. 

The West Indian militia has volunteered for service in 
the Ashanti war, this being the first time they have 
served abroad. 

A writer in the France ‘‘Militaire” contends that the 
introduction of quick-firing guns into warfare has not 
revolutionized it by any means, and that such changes as 
have become necessary are of a technical order merely, 
which do not in the main affect the role of artillery in 
action. 

The Russian armored cruiser Bayan has been launched 
at La Seyne, where she has been built by the Company 
of the Forges et Chantiers de la Mediterrannee. She is 
the only ship of her class in the new Russian programme, 
being smaller thn thea Rossia, and altogether distinct 
from the several protected cruisers which are in hand at 
various places. She displaces 7,800 tons, and is 445 feet 
long with 57 feet beam and about 21 feet draught. She 
will be protected by 7.7-inch steel at the water line. Her 
armament will comprise two 8-inch breech-loaders, and 
eight 6-inch, twenty 2.9-inch, and seven 1.8-inch quick- 
firers. Engines of 16,500 horse-power supplied by Belle- 
ville boilers, are to give a speed of twenty-one knots. 

The Ottoman Government has made up its mind to re- 
construct the whole of the fleet available, arming it 
with Krupp guns. 

Maxim gun drill is now carried on in the various 
schools of instruction in Canada, Cadet corps regula- 
tions have been extended to include not only universi- 
ties, colleges, collegiate institutes and high schools, but 
the public schools. Provision has been made for the 
formation of eadet battalions and cadet corps to be at- 
tuched to existing battalions of militia. The medical 
field service for Canada is now so complete that Canada 
was able to send medical help to England as well as 
fighting men. 

According to “Le Yacht,” the French Mediterranean 
squadron and the squadron of the North during July 
will manoeuvre in the ocean and the channel under the 
command in chief of Vice-Admiral Gervais, who, “Le 
Yacht” states, is to command the naval! forces of France 
in the event of war. There will be in all 46 vessels.

Of the nine signatures on 
the report seven are employees at the navy yard, Nor- 
folk, who naturally are desirous of having as much 
work assigned to that yard as possible. Since the sur- 
vey was held the ship has been assigned to the Naval 
Academy, where she is now doing good service and is, 
so far as known, considered to be in suitable condition 
for this duty. She is comparatively new, having been 
completed in November, 1896, and has been in commis- 
sion less than two years since that date. — The main 
items of change are installing new boat davits, refitting 
the officers’ quarters, and changing, refitting and adding 
to the ventilating system. It is_proposed to make the 
latter electric. his will involve increasing the electric 
plant about 50 per cent. and require the installation of 
another dynamo. It is proposed to find room for this 
generating set by bulkheading off a considerable space 
from the berth deck, shown on the accompanying blue- 
print, reducing the living space, already limited, and 
increasing the heat radiation on the berth deck to a con- 
siderable extent. In order to make these changes in 
the electric plant a cost of about $300 for work under 
the cognizance of the Bureau of Steam Engineering, and 
about $6,500 under the cognizance of the Bureau of 
Equipment will be necessary. This will carry the total 
estimated cost up to $82,747.00. In our opinion it is 
not necessary to increase the electric plant, and the 
present ventilating system should be sufficient for any 
service this ship is likely to be called upon in the future. 
The experience of the war demonstrated beyond doubt 
that monitors are totally unfitted for service outside 
of smooth or comparatively smooth water, such as is 
found in harbors or bays. The changes in items 1, 7, 8, 9, 
10, 16, 17, 18, 19 20, 21 and 22 are considered unnecessary; 
if omitted they would reduce the estimate to $51,292. 
The wooden bulkheads proposed to be changed to iron 
are much more comfortable than metal bulkheads. 
Under any circumstances, we recommend, before any 
work is done on the ship, that a new survey be held 
by officers on duty at the Naval Academy.” 
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CABLE LAYING IN THE PHILIPPINES. 


Capt. G. O. Squier, U. S. Vols., who has been employ- 
ed in laying cable lines in the Philippines, has been in 
New York City, and to a ‘““Tribune” reporter said that a 
large portion of the cable to be used is to be carried 
from New York to the Philippines on board the United 
States cable ship Burnside. The Burnside is expected 
to sail on August 15, and will make the voyage by way 
of the Suez Canal. The purpose of the work is to con- 
nect the different islands of the Philippine archipelago 
so that they will be practically joined into one. The 
center of communication will be Manila, which will be 
joined to the continent either directly or by way of 
Formosa. Only the more important members of the 
group will therefore be connected. 

Some work has already been done. Those islands 
which have been joined with the chief island of Luzon 
are Leyte and Cebu. Iloilo was formerly connected with 
Luzon by the Spaniards. The system when complete 
will embrace not only these, but, among others, the 
islands of Negros, Bohol, Samar and the great southern 
island of Mindanao. The land connections also involve 
a great amount of work. The Government has perhaps 
thus far accomplished more on land than in water. 
Captain Squier points out that the establishing of tele- 
graphic communications through the jungles and swamps 
of this territory involves many difficulties unknown to 
the engineer at home in the United States. 

Underlying all the details of the plans of the Govern- 
ment for cable connection on these islands, Captain 
Squier said, is the scheme to make this system a grand 
terminus of a Pacific cable which will reach the Amer- 
ican shore at San Francisco by way of Guam and the 
Sandwich Islands. If we are to hold the Philippines, 
such a trans-oceanic cable is an absolute necessity. This 
trunk cable would doubtless have its eastern terminus 
on the western shore of the island of Luzon, opposite 
Manila and distant from it but a few miles, since the 
island is exceedingly narrow at that point. That tele- 
graphic and even mail communication is much needed in 
the Philippines is shown from the official despatch from 
General MacArthur, which we published last week, giv- 
ing a list of casualties that happened in February.

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ARMY CONDITIONS IN THE PHILIPPINES. 


San Miguel de Mazuno, Bulacan, Luzon, May 26, 1900, 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

This is a fair sample of that bugbear of the Manila 
“amigo soldiers,” an “interior station.” It is true there 
is uo ice, there are no water-works and no daily mails, 
and that the greatest luxury consists in a bath under the 
eaves of the house during a shower. Still the place has 
not all the discomforts pictured by the “hero volunteer” 
at Manila as he sits in an easy chair and proceeds to fil] 
himself up with iced liquids and perform the same op.- 
eration on the gullible newspaper man by means of his 
wild yarns of hardship and adventure. 

The snakes do not disturb our slumbers, neither are 
we devoured by “swarms of enormous and ravenous 
mosquitoes.”” The ants are bad and we sometimes use a 
mosquito bar, but insects are not, on the whole, wore 
annoying here than in most places in the United States, 

This town is garrisoned by Cos. I, K and L, of the 
35th Vols., Major Albert Laws commanding. We guard 
the town and furnish escorts to get up our own supplies 
and mail from Baliuag. This is about all we can do 
except make an occasional scout into the mountains on 
the east or the swamps on the west. 

The insurgents hereabouts, as elsewhere in general, are 
split into small bands and their “operations” consist 
chiefly in robbing their own people and occasionally firing 
into a small escort. They will not fight our troops; sim- 
ply fire one volley and run, shooting wildly in the air as 
they go. 

And right here let me say that the troops as a rule feel 
humiliated at the absurd and egotistical newspaper arti- 
Cles about the “heroes” (generally volunteer heroes) and 
the “fearful battles” constantly raging in the Philippines. 
Most of these yarns are purely fictitious. Some have a 
small hasis of truth, as when a Manila paper reported 
that Pio del Pilar made a “fierce three-hour attack on 
San Miguel and was finally repulsed by the gallant 35th.” 
The truth was that a few insurgents fired into the town 
and were driven away so quickly as to make it doubtful 
whether they were scared at their own noise or by the 
two volleys that were fired at them. 

And all this foolishness about “gallant” and “heroic” 
work (in the sense these adjectives are generally used) 
is calculated only to make us famous as laughing stocks. 
If you would only protest again against the indiscrimi- 
nate use of such expressions when describing trifling in- 
cidents, you would confer a great favor on a vast ma- 
jority of both Regulars and Volunteers, who are tired of 
having the service held up to ridicule by its own well- 
wishers. 

The insurrection is not over, of course; everybody here 
knows that and there is no use denying it. The guerrilla 
warfare stage has come, and come to stay till we give 
up gentle and peaceful means to suppress it. It is begin- 
ning to be felt by all that it will be necessary that power 
be given to commanding officers to summarily execute all 
guerrillas and ladrones on the spot. 

But in spite of our troubles we seem to worry along 
pretty well here; health is fair, and that the town is 
considered safe is proved by the presence of two Ameri- 
can women with their husbands. We are building roads 
and bridges, cleaning the town and vaccinating the peo- 
ple—the “municipal authorities,” of course, hindering us 
all they can. And meantime the insurgent agents collect 
their taxes and preach the gospel of sedition right beside 
us and we are powerless to prevent it on account of our 
ignorance of language and customs and fear of using.any 
but “gentle, tactful” means.

Meanwhile the law of nations “which 5 
founded,” as a notable ‘jurist has remarked, ‘‘on the 
common consent as well as the common sense of the 
world,” finds that war is initiated the moment two pee 
ples are thrown into such antagonism, that belligerent 
operations are commenced for other purposes than mere 
reprisal and recoupment. 

It is useless therefore to endeavor to dodge the respo? 
sibilities that follow recognized war, while forwarding 
troops and battleships to the yellow sea! P
